Colonel Bliss wrote to Hie President on November 
l l , calling his attention to the coming trial of the 
S tar route eases, and representing tile im portance 
of 
purifying tile surrounding atm osphere and 
of letting everybody know “ that the prosecution 
Is in dead earnest, from the President down.” 
It Is ascertained that 
M arshal

in sympathy with the Star route defendants, and 
in substantiation of tins assertion was cited the 
published interview with tile m arshal in widen lie 
Indulged in gross abuse of Hie counsel for the 
prosecution aud declared that tile government 
had no case.

Mr. Helm denies having done aught against 
the government interests in the case and claims 
that he lias even refused to talk of the m atter lest 
he might seem to prejudice the case or ids official 
position. 
Rum ors are current tonight that the removals of 
this afternoon are but tile beginning of a series, 
and that a number of other heads will fall into tile 
basket before 
another week 
lias

Sweeping changes a re predicted both in the T reas­ 
ury and Post Office D epartm ents, but 
nothing 
definite call be learned on the subject, as Hie gov­ 
ernm ent officials are unwilling to give any intima­ 
tions regarding future movements. 
Comment from different parts of tile country is 
almost universally of approval. 
Senator Joseph 
Et. Hawley says: 
“ The President has simply done 
his duty, and is co rrect, as lie has been from Hie 
beginning of ids responsibility for Hie Star route 
prosecution.” 
Senator Orville II. Platt says: 
“ It tile charges 
on which removals are made be found to be true, 
tile whole country ought to. and, iii my judgment, 
will, fully sustain the President in ins action.” 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat of today says: 
"The action of the President in applying the knife, 
after due consideration, to Hie official rottenness 
which lias interfered with the S tar route prosecu­ 
tions. and which lins infected the W ashington at­ 
mosphere to such an extent that most of the citi­ 
zens have forgotten what pure air is, will lie heart­ 
ily commended throughout tile country.”

PiTTsnuRG, November 25.—A peculiar, but ter­ 
rible, occurrence is reported from Belleview, two 
miles below Elizabeth, and about twenty miles 
fi oui tiffs city. 
On the Monongahela river, near 
the coal mines of Humbert & Hurl, lives Hall 
Forsyth , a miner employed in the works. 
He had 
a wife and three children. 
A 
fortnight ago 
some friends of Forsyth carne on a visit to ms 
home for a day or two, and with him amused 
them selves by fishing in the river, not w ith hook 
and line, however, but bv a shorter and more ef­ 
fectual method. 
They procured some dynamite. 
and with the terrinlc substance blew up some 5 0 0 
pounds e»f fish during their stay. 
Yesterday morn­ 
ing Forsyth thought lie would do a little dynamite 
fishing oil his ow n account. 
He accordingly went 
to the quarry of Mr. Fleming, on the Yougheog- 
heny river and asked for some dynamite, say­ 
ing lie wanted 
to 
blast 
some 
rocks near 
bis 
bouse. 
Flem ing 
had 
considerable 
misgiving, 
but 
at 
last 
consented 
to 
let 
him 
have 
four 
sticks 
of 
dynamite, 
weighing about a pound. As Forsyth was ignor­ 
ant of tile nature of the deadly stuff, Fleming ex­ 
plained it to him. and counselled great care. 
He 
told inm that ii was frozen, and must he thawed 
out before it could he used. 
Ile told him, also, to 
place the sticks iii a warm place, hut not too near 
a fire, and there would be no danger. 
Forsyth ap­ 
peared to understand the direction. 
At about 5.30 
p. in, lie went home and told the family about the 
dynamite, but, as none of them knew its dangerous 
qualities, they were not alarmed. 
He then placed 
the sticks o f dynamite on the kitchen stove and 
went on to work. 
In about fifteen minutes after 
tiffs lie was startled by a loud explosion, and, 
hurrying to learn the cause, was told that his 
family had been killed and his house blown to 
atoms. 
Upon reaching Ids house lie was greeted 
bv a frightful spectacle. 
There was his wife, 
horribly mangleu, lying 
insensible, and 
their 
youngest child, Charlie, aged 5 years, terribly 
Durned and cut and insensible. 
Tile other two 
children, Robert and "Willie, were m ore or less 
seriously hurt, but it is not thought that their in­ 
juries will prove fatal. 
It 
seems that after 
Hie 
husband 
had 
left 
the 
home 
Mrs. 
Forsyth 
and 
tile 
children 
sat 
down 
to 
supper at a table which was 
standing 
near 
the stove, and were talking and enjoying them­ 
selves when the explosion occurred. 
Mrs. For­ 
syth. who was sitting nearest Hie stove, 
was 
struck by about thirty pieces of iron, and lier body 
was perfectly riddled. 
Boor Forsyth was nearly 
crazed at tlie’siglit, and wanted to commit suicide, 
as lie considered himself responsible for the acci­ 
dent. 
The 
house is 
an almost total wreck, 
and 
pieces 
of 
furniture 
were 
picked 
up 
which had been blown 
several hundred feet. 
It is said that the eldest boy, aged 8 years, had 
just arisen to get a drink, and was not more 
than two feet from the stove, and lacing it, 
when the explosion occurred. 
Tile motlier was 
seated with her hack to the stove, and the two 
younger boys by lier side. 
Tile boy near the stove 
received the full force of the explosion, whieli was 
terrific. 
The boy standing near the stove was 
thrown a distance of tw enty feet, and was found 
iii a cave in the yard. 
He was horribly mangled, 
anti died from the effects ot his injuries about two 
hours after the occurrence. 
The lower portion of 
Ins body was opened as though Hie flesh had been 
cut aw ay with a knife, exposing the entrails. 
Both arm s were twisted from their sockets, and 
one leg was almost severed at Hie knee. 
Fosvtli 
was in a swoon for several hours a tte r the acci­ 
dent.

P a r i s , November 2 5 .—Much excitem ent has 
been caused throughout the city tiffs evening by 
Hie action of a meeting of G nm bettaists during Hie 
afternoon. 
The meeting was called to consider Hie 
event of M. G revy’s retirem ent from the presi­ 
dency of the Republic, should it occur. 
The meet­ 
ing was attended by influential supporters of Gam- 
betta from all parts of France, and the result of 
the meeting was anxiously aw aited by Hie poli­ 
ticians and financiers, as in Hie present critical 
condition of affairs the tranquillity of the Republic 
is believed to depend in a great degree upon tile 
announced attitude of the powerful following of 
Gambetta. 
The meeting considered but the one question— 
that of M. Grevy’s retirem ent, and took but one 
action, which was agreed in the convention with­ 
out a dissent lug vote, and that w as to pass a reso­ 
lution announcing to the country that Hie Gain- 
betta party had decided to recommend to Hie 
people of France the cli etion of a m ilitary officer 
to the presidency of the republic in the event of 
the retirement of M. divvy. 
The resolution was 
passed amid enthusiasm so great that the pro­ 
longed d icers of the convention were Heard by the 
crowds awaiting in the street. 
It was decided to issue a public statem ent, giv­ 
ing in full the reasons which actuated the conven­ 
tion to pass Hic resolution. 
Tiffs statem ent, it Is 
understood, will be the production ofM . Gambetta 
himself. 
It is impossible to fully convey an accurate idea 
of the kind of excitem ent winch the action of 
this convention 
lias 
produced 
among 
that 
solid class 
of 
Parisians

influenced by the action of any merely political 
convention. ' These begin to feel that France is on 
the very verge of some awful disturbance, and 
argue that if it were otherwise the Gamhettlsts 
would not dare to ask the country to ag tin 
m ilitarize the government.

Among the governm ent officials there is a

by Jum ping 
from the Windows. 


A N um ber of O th ers S erio u sly if 
N ot F a t a l .y In ju re d . 


P r o v i d e n c e , November 2 7 .—One of the most 
appalling disasters ever witnessed in tiffs city 
occurred Tuesday last, and the Providence lire de­ 
partm ent, with all 
its 
boasted efficiency, was 
unable to avert it. 
It was believed that no such 
terrible event could possibly happen 
iii 
tiffs 
city. 
About 1 0 .3 0 o’clock In the morning an 
alarm of fire was sounded from Box 71 , at the cor­ 
ner of Sabin and Mathew son streets, and the 
thoroughfares in that vicinity were soon crowded 
with a surging multitude. W hen the scene of the 
fire was reached by the departm ent, long tongues 
of flame were belching forth from the third story 
windows in Hie building at Hie co m er of Calender 
and Mason streets, and huge volumes of black 
smoke were rolling skyward from Hie window s of 
the fourth story. 
Tiffs floor was occupied by Wil­ 
liam 
IL 
Robinson, 
m anufacturer of Jewelry, 
win) employed 
about 
twenty 
girls 
anil as 
many m en." It was some time before the llre- 
inen, who were appal cutty confused, could direct 
their first stream of water on the building. The 
flames gained ground rapidly. 
A shriek of terror 
cam e from tile M ason street side of the building 
and a cry of horror and dismay went up from the 
surging crowd beneath. 
As tho throng looked 
upwards they saw the slight form of a girl gyrat­ 
ing in the air in swift descent from the fourth 
story window, from which she had Jumped. 
Tho 
body of the girl, with a dull,sickening thud, struck 
midway across a picket fence, and. rebounding, 
struck on the ground,deprived of life and horribly 
mangled. 
The bleeding form was taken nj) and 
carried 
to 
the 
other 
side 
bf 
tile 
street. 
Tiffs 
was 
but 
tile 
beginning, 
however, 
of 
many 
horrible 
scenes. 
Every 
window 
on Hie Mason street still* was tilled with men and 
women, who. with their bodies projecting far out. 
stretched their arm s Imploring!} forth and begged 
the crowd to save them . 
Tug "smoke inside was 
dense enough to suffocate. 
Before the firemen 
could get the big ladder up from Hie Skinner 
truck the unfortunate girls at the windows, seeing 
nothing but death behind them, became over­ 
powered by l'rlght. and. losing all presence of 
mind, began to jump to the ground, a distance of 
fifty feet below. Out of one window sprang a 
young man. 
Ile seized a small telephone wire, 
and 
clung 
to 
it 
with 
a 
tenacity 
that 
only 
the 
fear of death 
by 
tire could have 
occasioned. 
Relow were the 
firemen laboring 
with the cumbersome tru ck ; above was the dis­ 
tressed humanity, watching and waiting. 
The 
young man seemed doomed to death, 
lie also 
waited. 
First attention was directed to save 
the 
girls. 
Suddenly 
from 
out 
the 
ranks 
sprang Christopher Tlm mans. 
He dashed up a 
snort ladder, which wffis not long enough to reach 
nj) to the window. He stood on the topmost round. 
He leaned over against the building, and he told 
the girls to slide down his hack. 
Two did so, and, 
taking one under each arm , lie made his way to 
the ground. 
These were Hie first rescued. 
All 
this time the patent bulder had not been raised a 
foot from its carriage. 
The 
flames 
prcsst ii 
the 
girls 
to

windows. 
Suddenly 
there 
was 
a 
shriek,

It was the sound of falling bodies.

lie r death was instantaneous. 
A man Jumped 
fr< iii the window facing Calendar street. 
He fell 
with a crushing noise un the ground. 
Shrieking 
with pain. he was carried across the street and 
placed on blankets. 
His name was Thom as Maim, 
tin I reman. 
He was badly burnt. 
The skin was 
rolled back from his hands and arm s like scorched 
parchment. 
Both legs were broken, aud his left 
arm w as shuttered.

Mr. Owen Callahan, J r ., W'ho worked iii Robin­ 
son’s establishment, when interviewed said; “ The 
first, we knew of the awful tire was when a boy ran 
into our shop and said: ‘There is a lire h ere; get 
out as soon 
as you can .’ 
W e all took our 
tilings and went for Hie windows, and as we did so 
Hie smoke drove us to Hie further side of tho 
building next to Mason street. 
The girls were ter­ 
ribly excited, and we had very difficult work to 
control them. 
W e first broke out and opened the 
windows. 
First I saw two girls who were about to 
lump from Hie window to the frozen ground be­ 
low. 
I stepped in between them and told them to 
wait until tile ladders were brought. 
I held them 
hack and helped lliem as best I could, blit finally 
they became terror-stricken and jumped"from the 
windows with Hie terrible result you see before 
you,” and as he said this he pointed to the dead 
bodies of Miss Hasson and Miss Cobb. 
The first alarm given to the occupants of tile 
fourth story was by Mr. Eugene Fisk, foreman in 
G rant’s jewelry m anufactory. 
“ I had just started 
down-stairs,” said he to the’reporter, “ and, reach­ 
ing the first landing below our shop, when I 
smelled the smoke, and seeing it pouring out of 
the dye-house urying-rooin I hastened hack up tho 
stairs and notified the hands in our simp and also 
in Robinson's. Our shop had twenty-three or 
twenty-four hands, three being girls, and they all 
got out. 
They w ere a little slower in Robinson’s 
lo move, and when they got out into tile entry the 
smoke was pouring up the stairw ay too dense for 
them to venture down. 
Mr. George Clark, employed in Mr. G rant’s 
shop, ran out on the first alarm, hut learning that 
a friend of Ills was still in the building, went 
book again through the smoke, and failing to find 
birn met some girls, five or six lie thought, em­ 
ployed in Robinson's. 
He tried to encourage 
them to follow him back again down the stairs, 
but their courage wavered and they went back 
into

jumped sideways to reach Hie roof.

fifteen girls In Jfobinson’s shop tiffs morning* and 
of that nun)Iii? live failed to reach the roof and 
fell to Hie yard. 
Two of these were of the killed 
by falling on the picket fence, and the other three 
were those whose injuries it was thought would 
prove fatal.

impressive scene was awfully solemn, arid will 
never be forgotten by those present. 
While they 
stood and watched Em m a G assett breathed her 
last. 
Directly after she died the body of the young 
woman who had jumped from the window and 
had fallen on to the fence was brought in, blood 
dripping from lier crushed and beaten beau. 
Her 
ghastly corpse was stretched upon the floor. 
Owen Callahan. J r „ Identified the body as that of 
Bessie Cobb. 
The dead bodies were taken to Hie 
morgue to await the wishes of the relatives of Hie 
deceased, and the crowd reverentially stood until 
the bodies wore all removed. 
Mary MeSoley, who 
broke h‘*r back bv jumping from a window, died 
after suffering terribly.

POGASSET’S PARALLEL 


The Freeman Family Duplicated 
in California. 


A Fanatical Fisherm an Sacrifices 
His Son to the Lord. 


T h e M o th er H old s H e r C hild W h iU 
the F a th e r S la y s I t . 


The news of a parallel to the celebrated Pocasset 
case, wherein a father and motlier took tile life of 
their child as a sacrifice to God, conies from Santa 
Ana. Los Angeles county. California, in the follow­ 
ing despatch to the San F rancisco Post: 
Joslah B. Smith, a fisherman, living on tho 
Chico beach, near W estm inster, murdered 
his 
fourteen-year-old son by stabbing him 
in the 
breast. 
Tile crim e was committed last week Sat­ 
urday, and nothing was known of it until yester­ 
day noon. 
Besides the murdered boy, who was a 
shrewd, 
business-like 
little 
fellow, 
and 
gen­ 
erally 
accom panied 
his 
father 
on Ids 
ped- 
llng trips, there were four other children, all 
younger. 
The family lived in a little shanty on an 
island a quarter of a mile off the coast. 
A ccess is 
impossible except by boat. 
A m ore isolated spot 
can hardly be imagined. 
The nearest house is 
more than a mile aw ay. 
W ith th at exception 
there are no dwellings within 
three or 
four 
miles, 
though 
sheep 
cam ps 
are 
scattered 
about 
the 
plains. 
A 
m an 
in 
W estm inster 
keeps 
a 
boat 
a t 
Hie Island 
to lure 
to 
persons 
who 
wish 
to 
tint 
and fl-h. 
and 
the murdered boy has alw ays had charge of It aud 
received a fee for his trouble. 
W ishing to hire the 
boat tliis man shouted across to the island and 
was answered by Smith. 
On inquiring for the boy 
and m aking their errand known, the father stated 
that he laid been Inspired bv God to sacrifice the 
boy to Hie Lord. 
In reply to further questions, he 
said that He had kilted the boy. and that Hie body 
was still in the house, waiting for the Lord to di­ 
rect them what to do. 
In the meantime 
No One W a * to See the Corpse. 
He then suggested that one of the other boys 
could take them in the boat, and, strange to say, 
these men remained there all day hunting, taking 
no pains to inform the officials, only five miles 
away, of what had been done. 
The next day, Fri­ 
day, Smith cam e to W estm inster and notified the 
officers of Hie crime. 
A w arrant for Hie arrest of 
Smith was Immediately sworn out. 
Tile officers 
drove down to tin* beach, 
shouted to Smith, 
aud tie rowed over to them. 
Un m aking the 
object of their visit known, he gave himself up 
quietly. 
Friday morning before tile officers’ arri­ 
val the boy had been burled about thirty feet from 
tho house. 
On the arrival Of the prisoner and 
family at W estm inster an inquest was ordered, 
and Ju stice Aldridge, accom panied by Dr. Ja m e f 
McCoy and others, Smith included, returned to the 
island. 
Smith pointed out where tile body w;is 
buried. 
The grave was opened, tin* rough box 
which the father had made w as raised and the 
lid 
lifted. 
The 
sight 
is 
described 
as 
m ost 
sickening. 
Decomposition 
had 
set 
In 
to 
such 
a 
degree 
as 
to 
render 
moving 
the 
body a very difficult and disagreeable task. 
The 
unnatural parent looked on com placently, and 
spoke of the m urder with no feeling. 
Finally, in 
reply to Hie question as to how tie struck Hie 
blow. he stooped over the corpse, thrust his knife 
into it. and drew it out of the cavity without a sign 
of emotion. 
The 
weapon w as 
an eight-inch 
butcher knife. 
Dr. 
McCoy carefully exam ined 
tin* body, but jvslde from the fatal cut found no 
sign of any violence. 
One death dealing blow was 
struck just in the centre of the chest, and with 
sufficient power to cut the ore,isthm ic and enter 
tho body the full length of the blade, 
M aking a H orrible 43auh 
eight Inches deep anil four inches long. 
A few 
weeks ago Smith gave up fishing, and tjeing asked 
why, replied that the Lord had com manded it, .and 
hail promised to hereafter provide for him. 
From 
that time on he has m ade.and lias commanded his 
family to make, no effort to gain a livelihood. Tile 
boy, however, put no faith in Ills father's belief, 
and 
from time to time purchased tea, sugar, 
etc., with 
his 
own 
money. 
On 
the 
vVednes* 
day 
before 
tho 
m urder 
the 
boy 
pur­ 
chased 
and 
took 
homo 
a 
sack 
of 
flour, 
which angered lits father, and tiffs was found 
emptied out upon the ground, together with some 
other provisions, close to tin* spot where the 
murder was committed. 
Except a few green 
apples, nothing eatable was found iii the house. 
Tile boy was taken out behind a clump of hushes, 
Dot Ii the parents being present. 
They claim thai 
he knew he was to be sacrificed and made no re­ 
sistance whatever, but calm ly knelt before them , 
ready to be offered up. 
While In this posture the 
father struck the fatal blow. One of the first ques­ 
tions asked on the arrival of the family at W est­ 
m inster was whether they would make further 
sacrifices of 
their 
children, 
and 
both father 
aud mother replied that if the Lord called on them 
to sacrifice alf it would have to be done. 
The 
mother lias lint been arrested, but probably will be 
tomorrow. 
The exam ination was held yesterday. 
N either Smith nor his wife made any effort to con­ 
ceal anything, but told Hie whole story In all its 
horrid details. 
Smith pleaded guilty as cliarged 
and was committed for trial on the charge ol 
murder. 
He is now imprisoned In Los Angeles. 
But for the fact that Smith Is evidently insane on 
Hie subject of 
religion, he would 
nave been 
lynched.

or vigor. 
The Q uality o f Doth Flesh and M ilk Is 
A lw ays H ealthier 
in active than inactive cattle, and as it requires 
{rood muscular development to supply vitality and 
vigor, and a fair proportion of caseine, or a fair 
cheese quality of milk, would it not be well to 
forma breed of medium-sized cows combining fair 
butter and good cheese quality in their milk, with 
as much hardiness and vigor at least as good com­ 
mon cows are endowed with? The Shorthorns 
fatten easily, because their muscular development 
is light, but they are not uniformly good milkers, 
and therefore not well adapted for use as a base 
for swdi a new breed as seems to be required. 
The Herefords are more muscular, hilt require 
special training for several generations to develop 
good milking capacity. The Ayrshires are well 
established as a milking breed, which has been 
made larger (and very succi s- nil Iv. as I have seen 
at Charlestown, Kane county. 111.!, by using Short­ 
horn bulls oil them. Hut there is not muscle or vigor 
enough iii Hie latter breeds, and they are Too 
nearly alike iii general character to produce tile 
vigorous and active breed of cows required for 
general use in connection with Hie creamery and 
cream-gathering system through all tho dairy sec­ 
tions. Some of the I ie von s are rather small, but 
nianv of them are middle-sized, and they can be 
grown larger. 
They are full-muscled, with cor­ 
responding fulness of blood and vitality. 
They 
are very strongly fixed in character from being a 
very ancient, pure breed. Many Devon cows give 
a large yield ami a good quality of milk for gen­ 
eral purposes. 
Jersey cows are not adapted to 
produce good cheese milk. or for beefing witli 
profit when turned off. 
Neither are they well 
adapted to grazing on large areas. To cross so as 
to make the Jersey character predominant would 
he breeding to sacrifice the cheese qualities of 
milk and beefing qualities iii a cow; while their 
deficiency in muscle, vitality and vigor seems an 
insurmountable objection to making Jersey blood 
predominant in cows for general dairy purposes. 
I think it best, then, to stick to cows that give 
milk rich in caseine, because they have average 
muscular development, a regular and full circula­ 
tion, with a fair degree ot vigor and power for ex­ 
ertion and ordinarily necessary endurance, lf 
these qualities can be perpetuated and kept domi­ 
nant by crossing Hie Devons (in which most of 
them are full) on the Jerseys, or preferable, per­ 
haps, on the larger Guernseys, It would produce a 
good result for dairymen and the general public. 
Certainly no cuttle can excel the Devons in muscle 
and vigor, which are the very qualities required 
to remedy the leading defects of tlieChannel island 
cattie.—[Country Gentleman.

disease of tile Joint may arise from any one of 
several causes—sprains, bruises, slipping, blows— 
In short, anything that may injure the joints is 
very likely to bring it on. lf taken in season, be­ 
fore ossification sets in, bone spavin readily suc­ 
cumbs to proj cr treatm ent for reducing lite in­ 
flammation. 
First raise the heels of tile shoos an 
inch, then apply hot water bandages for a while, 
removing as often as they get coo!, and follow 
with hot poultices. 
If, However, tho bone hats 
begun to form it will be necessary to treat it with 
blisters, but if it has so far advanced as to 
have the bony lump fully formed a cure is very 
difficult, if not impossible, and about Hie only 
tiling to be done is to resort to firing, an opera­ 
tion that should only be confided to experienced 
hands. This sometimes will stop tile lameness, 
although the Joint will always be stiff. 
Fast horses are usually bred from mares in the 
prime of life and not overworked. No matter how 
highly bred a dam may be. if she be past her prime 
or fagged with work it will tell against her off­ 
spring. This considerably increases Hie cost of 
breeding the fastest-trotting stock.

A prominent minister residing at the F.ast has 
just made the following statement, which is here­ 
with reprinted entire: 
To the Editor of the Herald;

T H E P O U L T R Y Y A R D . 


T he Bronze Turkey. 
Tile Dronze turkey is perhaps no larger than tile 
Narragansett or some other sorts from Rhode 
Island and eastern Connecticut, the section that 
largely supplies the Boston market, but for fine 
carriage and beauty of plumage it lias no rival. 
Flocks carefully bred and well fed from the nest 
to tile block at Christmas will dress: Cocks, 
eighteen to twenty pounds, and liens, twelve to 
fourteen pounds. 
Yearling gobblers have been 
known to weigh thirty to thirty-two pounds, and 
Hie hens fourteen to eighteen pounds, live weight. 
Adult birds sometimes roach forty pounds and up­ 
wards for the cocks, and twenty pounds and 
upwards for the hens, though such birds are rare 
specimens, and can only be had by breeding per­ 
sistently from large stock and from mature birds, 
and by full feeding through the whole period of 
growth. 
The common practice of breeding only 
from second-brood turkeys and those that are not 
fit to kill at New Year’s, is a very short-sighted 
tsfficy. In nothing will a good selection pay bet­ 
ter than in breeding this.noble bird. In Hie wild 
state,where “Hie survival of the fittest” is the rule, 
gobblers weighing forty pounds are not infrequent, 
and some are upon record weighing even fifty 
pounds. The prevailiug custom of breeding from 
Hie smallest and cheapest keeps our markets full 
of birds that do not weigh more than eight or ten 
pounds dressed. The birds that are known in Hie 
Boston and Providence markets as Rhode Island 
turkeys run at least one-third larger, and lots of 
dressed gobblers averaging twenty pounds can be 
furnished by the dealers at New year’s or later,on 
very short notice. We know of one breeder and 
dealer who killed four adult gobblers oue year 
that weighed, dressed, 126 pounds, or 31 Va pounds 
each. In all Hie districts from which these sup­ 
plies are drawn, Hie farmers have found that It 
pays to take extra pains with Hie turkey crop. 
There lias been a steady gain in Hie average 
weight of the flocks sent to market at the three 
great festivals for Hie last twenty years, and the 
limit of perfection with this bird bas by no means 
been reached. A large bronze gobbler, tile offspring 
of a pair weighing sixty-two pounds, that took Hie 
premium at Hie New York State Poultry Show, 
was brought into eastern Connecticut teu years 
ago. 
T hree Targe Flock* W ere R ailed for Him, 
and nearly all of themwere sold forbidding stock. 
The unanimous testimony of breeders, even in 
that district where large turkeys are common, is 
that their flocks have been greatly increased in 
size by tiffs stock. Suppose there is only a gain 
of two pounds In the average size of a flock of 3 OO 
birds, it makes a difference of 200 poundss worth 
$40 at the average price of poultry in the Eastern 
markets. This is nearly all profit, for Hie turkeys 
get Hie most of their growth in Hie pastures and 
woods, and are only Ted freely six weeks before 
marketing. Why. then. do not farmers generally 
invest in better stock .’ Tile chief reason, prob­ 
ably, is the cost of such birds. It seems a large 
price to pay $5, $10 or $20 for a gobbler of extra 
w eighter for a hen weighing fifteen or twenty 
pounds, though such a pair of birds would leave 
their mark upon the broods of a whole neighbor­ 
hood, and aud hundreds ot dollars to the value 
of the annual sales for years to come. 
The 
breeder oi flue stock graduates the price of ids 
birds, principally, according to their rapid de­ 
velopment and weight. They will vary in weight 
considerably, even In the purest bred flecks. Gob­ 
blers weighing eighteen to nineteen pounds in 
December are common; a quarter of Hie flock may 
reach twenty to twenty-one pounds, and a few 
may add a pound or two to these figures. Tira 
extra price asked for the bird which carries Hie 
last two or three pounds seems unreasonable to a 
novice in breeuing, yet it is Hie cheapest part of 
the bird, for it is this which shows his superior 
constitution and aptness to take on flesh and fat­ 
ten. It is Hie same principle, applied tonxniltry, 
which lias given sucn wonderful results iii the 
breeding of Shorthorn cattle. The large, well­ 
shaped gobbler, beautifully marked and bred to 
hens of similar quality, will produce birds of good, 
strong constitution, and which will develop rapid­ 
ly and make the most flesh out of a given amount 
of food. A seven months’ bird of three or four 
pounds extra weight is quite sure to make a thirty 
pound yearling, and such a yearling gobbler is 
worth a large price in any intelligent breeder’s 
flock. There is no bird among all our fowls more 
susceptible of Improvement than Hie turkey.

From a recent interesting article on consistency 
in costum e the following extracts are tak en : 
“ The beauty of consistency w as' till a few years 
ago conspicuous by its absence from the dress of 
women of the present century in E ngland. To 
w ear a perfectly plain bodice in com pany with 
a skirt whose gathers w ere inconveniently super­ 
abundant w as an incongruity so universal th at 
those who, in advanee of their tim e, dared to 
ask w hat w as supposed to become of tire fulness 
which so abruptly ceased a t tho waist w ere con­ 
sidered to be curiously hypercritical, 
lf. un­ 
daunted by snubs, an inquiring m ind of this order 
had asked w hat was tile m otive of fringe or lace 
stretched plain as a trim m ing upon a skirt, w ith­ 
out a possibility of appearing to term inate any­ 
thing, tho ow ner of the interrogative mind in 
question would undoubtedly have been set down 
as “ odd,’’ a term of reproach which conveyed 
m ore severity in those days than it does now. 
■Without unduly praising ‘the re ig n in g ' modes, 
which have m any faults, it may be claim ed tor 
them that they display in m any respects a due 
regard for consistency. 
Fringes 
are 
placed 
only w here they are" pendant from an edge. 
Lace has been m isused, perhaps, in Hie m atter of 
skirts w here one flounce is placed above another 
throughout the entire length. 
This, how ever, is 
hut an instance of the faulty carrying out of tile 
original conception. 
Tile theory of such a skirt is 
th a t each lace flounce represents the edge of a 
skirt, shorter th an , and falling over, the one be­ 
neath. 
T here was a tim e when buttons w ere used 
by tile gross as trim m ings. 
They w ere sewed on 
anyw here and everyw here, down the m iddle aud 
up* the sides, on either * flo u t” of a jacket, aud 
thickly bestrew ing tile sleeves. Clever, indeed, 
was 
th at girl considered who arranged her 
buttons In vandykes 
round 
her 
dress, aud 
h er 
skill 
w as well advertised 
by the 
te r­ 
rific 
noise 
m ade 
in church 
by 
lier 
very 
original trim m ing. It never occurred to any one 
th a t buttons should have some plausible excuse 
for being in any given place. No good dressm aker 
would, now adays, place a button w here it could 
not appear to button anything. 
It is an axiom uni­ 
versally recognized, hut too often disregarded in 
practice, th a t w hatever is not useful in dress must 
be beautiful. 
F eathers, flowers, beads, passem en­ 
terie irradiated w ith brilliant jet trim m ings of 
every sort, lose their raison d ’ eire if they are not 
excellent of th eir kind. A poverty-stricken featlier. 
a crushed flower, a faded ribbon, an em aciated 
fringe, beads th a t look as if they had been iii a 
railw ay accident, braids th at are but dim rem in­ 
iscences of th eir form er gold and silver splendors— 
all such things should be consigned to a Judicious 
oblivion. They are of tile past, p asse; and the 
hum an creature w ho is dependent upon them for 
em bellishm ent is b etter unadorned.” 


About Trimmings. 
D em orest’s M onthly has the following article on 
the subject of trim m ings for cloaks and d re sse s: 
Quite a revolution lias occurred of late years in 
the ordinary m ethods of dress trim m ing. 
The 
cheap styles, the common varieties of braids aud 
gim ps and fringes, have alm ost wholly disap­ 
peared, and in th eir place we find trim m ing of the 
sam e, or a contrasting, m ateria!, row s of stitch­ 
ing, a facing which suggests color w ithout really 
exhibiting it, aud buttons which often have artistic 
value. 
These m ethods m ust be considered a great im­ 
provem ent on styles of ornam entation w hich added 
nothing to the real beauty of the costum e or gar­ 
m ent, w ere easily defaced aud then m ade a really 
good m aterial look shabby before it was worn, 
w hatever is used as m ounting of course suffers 
more from contact th an tile body p art of the stuff, 
and ought to be more, rath er than less, serviceable 
In its character. But this was rarely thought of in 
the selection of ordinary trim m in g s, and flimsy 
passem enteries, 
gimps and fringes frequently 
cheapened and vulgarized an otherw ise respect­ 
able fabric, and lowered ifs standard of excel­ 
lence in tile m inds of those who judged it from its 
Inadequate attem pts at ornam entation. 
Of late so m any nice trim m ing laces have been 
produced, th at efficient aid lias been rendered in 
the finishing of ordinary silks and thin costum es, 
w hile in the m aking up of wools, neatness lias 
been found Hie m ost effective form th a t decoration 
could take, and one after another every addition 
in the way of trim m ing lias been gotten rid of, ex­ 
cepting tile braids ana bindings. 
This year th ere 
is a revival of the H ungarian cords and passem en­ 
terie buttons, the “ m ilitary” style, as ii, i> called, 
which traae m ust m ake in the direction of a ttra c ­ 
tive novelty and costum es. The real novelties 
and 
elegances iii 
trim m ing are in th e direc­ 
tion 
of 
Hie 
different 
kinds 
of 
open 
and 
solid 
em broidery 
and 
tile 
magnifi­ 
cent cloak trim m ings til feathers and chenille. 
Iii the production of the em broideries upon cloth 
and other fabrics, V enetian m odels have been 
largely followed, and designs, some of which I.ave 
been obtained from m useum s and collections of 
rare works. T he beauty of design, and Hic ex­ 
quisite w orkm anship put into them , would elevate 
tnem into th e region of art if they w ere executed 
by hand instead of by m achine. 
As it is, there 
are trim m ings which rival V enetian point in cheet 
which are the depth of an antique (louden, and 
which can be bought for ten dollars per yard, and 
arc therefore not valued as they ought to he, for 
three-quarters of a yard across Hie front of a 
dress gives distinction, and a narrow er w idth for 
cutis and collar serves to com plete a toilet w ith­ 
out. Hie addition of costly real lac”. 
W orkm anship upon the m aterial lias given Hie 
key-note to th e present styles of decoration. 
It is 
only the carrying out of the E astlake idea iii fu r­ 
niture, w iden years and years ago we announced 
as a new departure, which was sure to have its 
following in dress and its adornm ents. 
T ie 
braided em broidery upon cloth, which puts cloth 
upon cloth, and outlines the design w ith a narrow , 
thick, flat, cord-like braid, which is placed partly 
flat, partly on edge, and often w rought in solid 
circular coins, or button-like form s, is an ex trao r­ 
dinarily 
substantial 
and 
effective m ethod of 
treating handsom e cloth suits, and really enriches 
them, as it should, for it is very expensive. 


F A \C Y -W O R K . 


Kensington Embroidery. 
W hite linen sheeting is the goods generally used, 
end alm ost every variety of fancy goods can be 
m ade out of it. Doyleys, serap-bags, tidies, lam bre­ 
quins, toilet covers, curtains and table-spreads are 
a few of the m any pretty adornm ents. 
To have 
the w ork look well it should be m ade on ii fram e. 
A ny one who has the slightest Ingenuity can m ake 
their own, bu t lf in the neighborhood of a carpen­ 
ter, why it will probably save tim e by calling oil 
him. The sides should be about tw enty-live inches 
in le n g th ; m ake a round hole in each of the ends 
and fasten together, in the form of a square, w ith 
wooden pegs. 
I t is well to m ake tw o or more 
holes along the sides of the fram e, so th at it can 
be made any size desired. Cut the linen the length 
and w idth required, and then trace on it the 
p attern to be w orked. 
This 
is 
easily 
per­ 
form ed by placing th e p attern on the win­ 
dow glass and laying the linen over it. 
Tho 
light shines through, showing every line of the 
design, which can he readily traced w ith a sharp- 
pointed. soft, black lead pencil. 
W hen finished 
fasten it to tho fram es by tapes w hich are firmly 
sew n to th e linen. 
Place the fram e in your lap, 
w ith the left arni underneath. 
Tile dow nw ard 
stitch is tak en by the right hand. Hie needle is 
received and passed up again by the left, so th a t 
the left hand is alw ays below aud Hie right hand 
alw ays above the work. This m ethod will seem 
difficult a t first, but, w ith a little practice, it will 
be found m uch m ore rapid and convenient than 
keening both hands above. Now, to begin, begin 
a t the to p ; suppose Hie first figure to be a leaf, 
trace the pencil m arks over with olive green 
crewel, w ith which all the leaf should be worked. 
N ext push the needle through from tho under side 
at the point w here Hie stem joins Hie leaf, putting 
it in again on th e upper side .it about a q u arter of 
an inch from Hie point w here it w as first put 
through. 
Then, with the left hand, 
push it 
hack from underneath a t about half-w ay betw een 
the first stitch, and as close to it as possible. 
M ake another stitch of the sam e length as Hie 
first; push the needle back from the under side 
again a t about Hie m iddle of the second ‘ titch, 
and so on through the leaf, each st itch overlap­ 
ping its neighbor; continue the stitches, gradually 
approaching the centre, until tho design Is en tire­ 
ly filled up: shade the leaf w ith different shades 
of olive, using the lightest for the top. t lie darkest 
for the p art next Hie stem ; a fter th e leaf is worked 
w ith the crewel, w ork around the entire edge with 
em broidery silk of the lightest shade of olive; the 
veins are pu t in last, after Hie leaf has been en­ 
tirely w orked, so th a t they stand out in relief. The 
shaded petals of flowers are som ew hat differently 
tre a te d ; tile stitches should start from the outline 
and directed tow ard the centre, following the 
grain of the petal; be careful not to take all the 
stitches of the outer shade directly up to the inner 
shade, as th at would m ake a hard line of c o n tra st; 
tile shades should V»e blended by occasionally run­ 
ning a stitch of the first color up into Hie next; 
alw ays follow Hie grain of the object im ita­ 
ted, always w orking the stem s up and down, never 
across. T he stitch should vary according to the 
coarseness or fineness of the m aterial used, by the 
lize of the object represented, and by the destina­ 
tion of the w ork when finished, lf, w hen the work 
is taken from Hie fram e, it is puckered or draw n, 
lay it on a piece of flannel w ith the rig h t side 
down; place a w et d o t Ii over it and iron quickly 
a ith a hot iro n ;do not press too h ard , as the flow­ 
ers will look flattened. 
It is the heat and not the 
weight of the iron th a t m akes the design stand 
out and sm ooths the work. 
W hen the w ork needs 
w ashing m ake a strong suds and rub the article in 
it, b ut do not rub the soap itself ou the desigu. 
R inse it thoroughly in cold w ater. P u t a clean 
cloth on the carpet and stretch the article on it, 
keeping it in place w ith pins until dry. 
lf the 
design is to be etched, follow Hie tracing closely 
w ith one row of stitches. 
W hite linen sheeting 
m akes pretty towels, lf desired, they can be orna­ 
m ented in K ensington stitch with tile initial, and 
finished w ith a draw n-w ork border and the edges 
fringed and knotted. 
Crape Applique. 
A very p retty mode of ornam entation is crape 
applique, w hich is done on 
pale tinted satin. 
Select a suitable design and trace it upon the 
satin, and then proceed w ith the crape In the 
following m an n er: T ake a tiny round piece of 


crape and fold it in half, th read a needle with 
silk of the sam e shade and gather around the cut 
edge, leaving the folded side upw ard un g ath ered ; 
draw it up and place it on Hic spot you w ish, sew ­ 
ing it there lightly, hut firmly. 
Keep placing 
them on closely until the flower yon are copying 
is finished, then draw In Hie centre several gold 
beads or seed pearls, and if well done you will be 
delighted w ith your success. 
In m aking a rose 
you will want several shades of p in k crape, m ak­ 
ing the outside leaves large, of the light crape. 
and as you near the centre m ake them sm aller 
and use d ark er shades. 
A pincushion of w hite 
satin has a w reath of roses and forget-m e-nots, 
and in the centre a m onogram w orked in gold 
thread. 
In using this thread unm ixed w ith color. 
eith er the pure gold or Jap an ese thread should be 
used, as otherw ise it is likely to tarnish. 
Slnntl B a n . 
These are very useful in stopping Jthe draught 
from the bottom of doors, clo sets,windows, etc. 
To m ake them , cut from bed-ticking, or other 
firm m aterial, pieces of any desired length and 
w idth, m ake into bags, fill with clean, dry sand, 
and sew up. Crochet covers of preen or scarlet 
zephyr, or G erm antow n yarn, m ake Hie covers 
long enough to project two inches at caci) end. 
run cords of tw isted zephyr through the cover two 
Inches from each end, put a tassel or little ball on 
each end of Hie cord, draw up and tie. 
For win­ 
dows these bags should be m ade the w idth of the 
sill. and Hie cover m ade to fit the inside ling closely 
an a sewed up a t the ends instead of being tied 
on the outer e d g e ; trim with fringe to m atch the 
cover, or, if preferred, the cover m ay b e m ade of 
em broidered burlaps of Ja v a canvas. They m ake 
pretty window cushions, and are ornam ental as 
well as useful, w hich is saying a great deal for 
them . 
F en ce-H ow In sertin g . 
Cast on fourteen snitches. 
1. K nit across plain, kn it three, over tw ice, 
narrow , knit one, over tw ice, narrow , kn it six. 
2. Knit plain. 
5. K nit four, over twice, narrow , knit one, over 
tw ice, narrow , kn it five. » 
4. K nit plain. 
6. Knit live, over twice, narrow , knit one, over 
tw ice, narrow , k n it four. 
6. K nit plain. 
7. K nit six, over twice, narrow , k n it one, over 
tw ice, narrow , knit three. 
8. Knit plain. 
9. K nit seven, over twice, n a rro w ,knit one. over 
tw ice, narrow , knit two. 
K nit tw o row s plain, after which begin a t the 
beginning. 
Em np-Shadc. 
T ake apiece of thin pasteboard, cut a round out 
of it sixteen inches in diam eter; out of the centre 
of th at cut a round three Inches iii diam eter; now 
cut aw ay three-eighths of your round, divide the 
rem ainder iii quarters w ith pencil lines; ta k e n 
darning needle and prick a star in Hic centre of 
e;.cli quarter, line with colored tissue-paper; now 
fasten your shade together w ith m ucilage, cover 
th at seam and each pencil m ark with gilt paper, 
take three hairpins, fasten them at equal distances 
from each of lier iii the Inner circle ( i your shade; 
these are to rest against the lam p-chim ney. 


A fthndc f o r th e E ye * , 
To m ake the ey esh ad e cut a piece of pasteboard 
the shape of the front piece on a boy's cap ; cover 
w ith scraps of black silk ; sew a piece of h a t clas­ 
tic on each end, and you will have a shade th a t 
will a t least shade your own eves; if you haven't 
any lam p-shade, try the eye-shade. 


U l i O R E 
R E C E I P T S . 


R e lf-F re e zln jy Ice C r e a m . 
T ake one q u art of rich m ilk, one pint of cream , 
eight eggs, four cupfuls of sugar and five spoon­ 
fuls of v an illa; b eat Hie eggs sep a ra te ly ; h eat the 
m ilk alm ost lo boiling; beat the eggs tightly; add 
Hie sugar and stir up w ell; pour the hot m ilk into 
this, beating all Hie w hile; then put in the w hites; 
put into a tin pail in a pan of hot w ater; stir and 
boil fifteen m inutes, or until like boiled cu stard ; 
when cool beat the cream iii and the flavoring; 
w hen packed bent the cu stard five m inutes, and 
then leave it an h o u r; then beat again until sm ooth; 
then leave two hours or so; you can freeze in any­ 
th in g ; can freeze it over again if it m elts. Choco­ 
late m elted in m ilk and poured in the custard 
when it is ready to freeze will do for chocolate 
cream . 
I prefer it m ade w ithout Hic cream , using 
m ilk in its place, for it m akes it so light. 
You can 
use snow, w hen you have it, instead of ice, as it 
does not m elt as quickly w hen Hic salt is m ixed 
w ith it. 
T o C le a n a M ilk lire* * . 
T ake six tablespoonfuls of the best soft soap, or 
four tablespoonfuls of yellow b a r soap, scraped 
into th in shavings with a sharp knife, and dis­ 
solved in ju st enough bolling w ater to m elt it; four 
tablespoonfuls of honey, half a pint of alcohol, and 
half a pint of hot w ater; Gent all to a froth, and 
spread tin: breadths of the dress, one at a tim e, 
upon a sl eet, and, w ith a sponge dipped into tile 
m ixture, rub it over the silk, taking care to m ark 
Hie soiled places before it is all w etted, so they 
can have ex tra rubbing; dip each breadth intocold 
w ater as soon as tt is cleansed, sousing it up and 
down in the w ater, so a.* to take out all tile so t iv 
suds, but do not w ring it out or crease it In Hie 
b an d s; shake an d snap the silk to clear it from 
Hie w ater, and hang it out of d mrs till it is partly 
d ry ; then roil it Into a tow el or sh eet: proceed iii 
this w ay till ail the p aris of the dress a rp cleaned 
and partly dried, and iron them on the w rong side 
of Hit silk, or over a new spaper, until perfectly 
dry. 
T o TO'nsh F la n n e l D resses, 
Boil a q u arter of a pound of yellow b ar soap in 
three quarts of w ater, slicing the soap into thin 
shavings, and letting it boil until it is all dissolved. 
T ak e a tu b of lukew arm w ater, and add enough 
of tho hot soapsuds to m ake a good luther. Dip 
Hie dress iii and rub it well. but do not rub soap 
upon it, for it will leave a w hite m ark. 
W ring it 
cut w ith the hands, not w ith a w ringer, because it 
creases it badly. 
W ash iii another w ater w ith 
a little m ore of Hie soapsuds, if it is m uch soiled. 
Then w ring it again, ami dip into lukew arm w ater 
to rinse it. and m ake it very blue w ith tile indigo 
bag. 
Shake it out thoroughly after w ringing It, 
and dry iii the shade till dam p enough to iron on 
wrong side. 
It m ust not Ive dried entirely before 
it is ironed. 
Colored woollen or cotton stockings 
can he w ashed in the sam e way, and rinsed in 
strong salt and w ater to keep tile colors from 
running, instead of blued w ater. 
Irish S te w . 
Sixteen and one-half pounds of m eat, sixteen 
pounds of potatoes, four pounds of onions, six 
ounces of salt, one ounce of pepper, one-half pound 
of flour. Cut the m eat aw ay from the bone, and 
then into pieces of one-quarter of a pound each, 
tile loin and neck of m utton into chops, disjoint 
Hie shoulder, ana cut the bladebone into four 
pieces (if leg, cut into slices) one-quarter of an 
inch thick, rub them w ith che salt, pepper and 
flour, and place Hie m eat in Hie boiler with 
some fat, brow n it on both sides, then add the 
onions whole, and then the potatoes, and enough 
w ater to cover tho potatoes, stew gently for tw o 
h o u rs; keep the fire down and well covered during 
th e cooling. 
C heap A ngel C ake. 
One cup of w hite sugar, one-half cup of b u tter 
beaten to a cream , dissolve cue Leaping teaspoon- 
lul of cream of ta rta r and one-hall teaspoonful of 
soda in one-half cupful of sw eet milk, stir into tho 
b u tter and sugar. 
To one cupful of flour add one- 
lialf cup of cornstarch and b eat thoroughly to­ 
gether, then add Hie w hites of four eggs beaten to 
a froth. 
F or frosting, beat the yolks of three eggs 
w’ith seven tablespoonfuls of pow dered sugar, 
spread over the cake while it is hot iu tho pan am i 
dry in the oven. 


T o Fry Calf’* Brains. 
They should first he w ashed in th ree o r four 
w aters; the skin should be rem oved, and then 
they should be bolled in salt and w ater, w ith a 
little vinegar added to it. 
Boil them for from ten 
to fifteen m inutes; take them out then and let 
them de iii cold Water till you are ready to use 
them . M ake a b atter of the yolks of eggs and line 
cracker crum bs; cut the brain s iii slices, dip them 
iii the h atter and fry them in very hot fat—either 
b u tter and lard m ixed or beef drippings. G arnish 
w ith fried parsley, if convenient. 
.Small beets 
boiled and cut in l ings m ake a good gar nish also. 
H a rd Soap. 
F our gallons of w ater, six pounds of w ashing 
soda, six pounds of clean fat, three and one-half 
pounds of stone lim e; put the lime and soda in the 
w ater and boil until the soda is dissolved; then 
pour it into a lull and let it settle; then pour off Hie 
w ater gently, With as little lim e as possible; then 
add Hie fat and boil until d o n e ; take a little out in 
a saucer, and if no w ater rem ains under when cold 
it Is d o n e; pour it in deep pans or a tub, and when 
cold cut in bars. 
W hitening B eesw ax. 
My w ay is to m elt the w ax and pour it w hile hot 
into a quantity of the coldest w ater I can g e t; the 
cold w ater sets it quickly and it will look like a 
large sponge; then take it out of the w ater and 
lay it in a sunny place out of doors, leaving it 
there until w hite enough to suit, occasionally tu rn ­ 
ing it over. 
It bleaches in a short tim e. 
Then 
m elt g.gain and mould into any desired shape. 
Som etim es I strain it through a cloth at the final 
m elting, 
M in c e P ie s . 
Mix together tw o pounds lean, cold, bolled m eat 
chopped fine, four pounds chopped apples, three­ 
q uarters of a pound of suet chopped flue, a pound 
and a half of raisins, a pound of currants, q u arter 
of a pound of citron, three pounds of sugar, a tea­ 
spoonful and a half of ground cloves, five teaspoon- 


teaspoonful black peeper, th ree tablespoonfuls 
salt, a pint of cider and vinegar m ixed and a pint 
of m olasses. A dd Hie juice and grated rind of 
two lemons. 
K eep iii stone jars until ready for 
use. 
A Mini pie C h ic k e n Slated. 
Boil a cliickeu ten d er; w hen cold separate from 
bone and skin and chop fine; add a cup of finely- 
chopped cabbage and two bunches of celery, 
chopped with tile w hites of four hard-boiled eggs: 
for aressing m ash the yolks flue, add a spoonful 
of m elted butter, spoonful or less of sugar, sm all 
teaspoonful of made m ustard, salt ana pepper, 
anil, last, ball a pint of vinegar; pour over the 


salad and mix thoroughly; set in a cold place. 
This is very nice. 
Bean Soup. 
Soak a quart of navy beans over night. 
In the 
m orning put them over the fire iii three qu arts of 
w ater, w th three onions fried in a little butter, 
one sm all carrot, tw o partly cooked potatoes, a 
sm all piece of pork and salt. 
Boil slowly five or 
six hours. Then pass through a colander and 
retu rn to the tire. Season with salt and pepper. 
Bits of broad fried brown in b u tter m ake a pleas­ 
ant addition; celery and cloves are som etim es 
a d d ed ; a cupful of cream m ixed with the soup 
m akes a pleasant change. 
Wild Buck. 
If fishy, and Hie flavor is disliked, these should be 
scalded for a few m inutes iii salt and w ater before 
roasting. 
If the flavor is very strong, the duck 
m ay be skinned, as tile oil in Hie skin is Hic objec­ 
tionable part. 
A fter skinning, spread w ith b u lter 
and thickly dredge w ith flour before putting in a 
very quick oven. Young ducks foe! tender under 
the wmgs. and the web of the foot is tra n sp aren t; 
those w ith thick, hard breasts are best. Be p ar­ 
ticu lar in selecting wild ducks. 
Head Cheese. 
Clean the legs nicely and boll by them selves, so 
th a t when done there will be plenty of the liquor; 
boil the upper head, m inus ears, eyes and nose, 
w ith considerable lean m eat, tenderloin is best, 
and when done rem ove bones and skin from head 
and le g s: chop the lean; salt and pepper to suit 
ta ste; add the liquor the legs w ere bolled in, and 
last, but not least, a teacupful of vinegar and a 
teacupful of catsup to every g allo n ; when thor­ 
oughly cold it can be cut up iu slices. 
Squash Fie. 
A good squash pie is easily made if one will take 
care to observe this rule: Do not attem pt to m ake 
a squash pie unless you have a t least three eggs to 
spare for each pie. 
Beat the eggs till they are as 
light as it is possible to m ake th em ; then beat the 
eggs and squash together till it all looks foam y; 
add m ilk enough to thin it sufficiently; bake iii a 
m oderate oven, and success is certain. 
Paste. 
To every quart of paste put a tablespoonful of 
pulverized alum , a few drops of carbolic acid or oil 
of cloves, and the paste will not sour or be infest­ 
ed w ith Insects. 
Stir Hic alum in with tho m oist­ 
ened flour. Put the paste in a w ide-m outhed bottle 
or glass can. and keep tightly corked when not In 
use. 
It will keep till used up. 
Black Cake. 
One ro u n d brown flour, one pound brown sugar. 
one pound citron, two pounds currants, th ree 
pounds of stoned 
raisins, three-quarters of a 
pound of butter, cue teacup of m olasses, two tea­

A FAMOUS COMMANDER. 


General Booth, Leader of the Salvation 
Army—Description of a Meeting of His 
Numerous Forces Held on the Scene of 
One of His Latest Conquests. 
The other day, w rites a London correspondent 
of the New Y ork Sun, I w ent to sr-Q the opening of 
a new place of m eeting for Mr. Booth’s C hristians. 
The new tem ple was an old, wicked building, 
which for a century had com bined Hic unrefined 
attractions of a low music hall aud a common pub­ 
lic house. G eneral Booth justifies his preference 
for places of th at kind by saying th at their acquisi­ 
tion shows his conquests over Ins enem ies. This 
would he very well if he had not to pay very dearly 
for such acquisitions. Now, if you had to put your 
hand into your pocket and apply for a loan a t your 
bank to get w hat you want, it would hardly seem 
as if the word conquest could correctly define Hie 
transaction. 
But, after all, w hat does it m atter ii 
Hie Salvationists call It a signal victory to liny 
tumble-down 
th eatres 
and 
taverns 'off 
t tie 
hands of their enem ies, who im m ediately apply 
th eir money to building netter and inure at'traetlve 
ones? Not being well acquainted with Hie locality 
I found'm yself in. I entered successively tw o large 
public houses, thinking them iii turn to"he the last 
conquest of G eneral Booth. 
The reason of my 
m istake was sim ply th at the shrew d landlords of 
those establishm ents had m arked by so m any flags, 
decorations m d dovtees their appi'eoiathn'oi the 
good on cot the o p e;'in g o t Hie new place of wor­ 
ship, I mean tho new barrack, Would have on Hie 
sale of their liquors, th at th eir prem ises had all 
the appearance of a .Salvationist’s fin lire chapel. 
Inscriptions like Hic following w ere placarded in 
golden types on t heir most conspicuous p arts: 
‘‘W elcome to Hie Salvation Army. 
May they do 
us good.” 
However, I soon cam e to another spot 
w here tile excitem ent was intense. 
T here could 
be but little, doubt th at I had read ied at last 
The Flare to Be Consecrated 
by Mr. B ooth; a m an was boing conveyed to tho 
hospital, policem en had their bludgeons in h a jji 
w hile relieving this dark side a few s p o r tiv e ly 
prentices in a sm all alley had just got up an ex­ 
citing game of foot bal! with a Salvation bonnet. I 
entered the b arrack —I bad know n tho place in 
otli<-r tim es when second-rate ballots ana panto- 
mines, hoarse and nasal singers, robust and un­ 
blushing la unties, aerial acrobats,and hard d rin k ­ 
ing constituted a suitable laic of attractio n s for 
Hie population of Hie neighborhood. 
The place 
had been thoroughly repaired, w hitew ashed and 
decorated, the stage had been tilted up as a plat­ 
form for Hie services, hut long did I doubt when 
this service begall if any change had taken place 
In the 
com pany perform ing on Hie boards. 
The house 
was 
full.

had paid a

H is two daughters were ju st engaged iii singing in 
duet a very pretty hym n, the assem bly taking up 
Hie chorus at the end of each verse, accom panied 
by the band. 
The eldest Miss Booth, whose 
pretty and expressive face looked particularly 
attractive under Hie Salvation bonnet, is a Rife 
- hinger and charm ing artist. 
The hymn was an in­ 
vocation of love. to,Jesus. She sang it beautifully, 
and w ith such a tenderness of took, such a w arm th 
of h eart, and such graceful gestures, th a t it 
looked like a great scene of love at the opera. 
N othing could be m ore im pressively profane. 
Now aud then 
General Booth Interrupted the Performers 
to adapt, in a burlesque m anner, passages of Hie 
sacred song to the m ost trivial circum stances of 
Hie day, which adaptation invariably secured loud 
m arks of adm iration. 
Then a man suddenly 
leaped to h is feet in the gallery exclaim ing that ho 
was saved, and he was going to leap into tao stalls 
as if lie could not bear it, when he was opportune­ 
ly got back by his neighbors. 
I had behind mc a 
m iddle-aged dam e who, although of enviable 
lungs, had already, at an early p art of the pro­ 
ceedings, grown quite bourse by an am bitious de­ 
sire to be alw ays the first and last in the chorus, 
and by a regrettable abuse of pious ejaculations.

Decorative Noteo—Odd Fancies. 


B lacking bottles and sm all jelly bottles can be 
made into pretty vases if first painted blue, shad­ 
ing from light into dark or fading into a grayish 
blue, allow ed to dry p erfectly ; then painted in 
oils w ith a sm all spray of loaves and blossoms, 
and finished w ith a coating of dem ur varnish. 
They m ake a p retty ornam ent for the mantel or 
table. 
A p retty plaque is first painted a light blue, 
deepening in color tow ard the low er end; when 
quite dry a photograph, which has been removed 
from the card by placing it in tepid w ater for a 
half-hour, is cut into an oval and gummed on, and 
surrounded by a w reath 
of tiny flowers and 
leaves painted in oils, and the whole varnished 
w ith a clear w hite varnish. 
A nother pretty or­ 
nam ent m ade from photographs is to arrange them 
on cardboard w ith a surrounding composed of 
dried flowers and grasses, and then pasted In a 
deep velvet fram e. 
V ery pretty plush plaques, which m ake hand­ 
some Monday gifts, can be m ade by taking a piece 
of nine wood a q u arter of an inch thick, three 
incurs wide and nine inches long; cut a piece of 
paper and fit it over one side of tiro board and 
press it down sm oothly, so there will lie no 
w rinkles; remove it, and w ithout smoothing out 
Hic creases, cut a piece of plush of tile exact shape; 
cut a piece of red cotton or dark stiff goods and 
glue ii sm oothly to Hie board, covering the b a c k ; 
now put on the plush on the other side and glue it 
neatly and firmly to the lining. A J holograph 
m ay ne m ounted on the plush, or a small flower 
painted in nils. 
An olive green plush panel has a 
cardinal satin ribbon band placed slant inglj across 
the front, w ith a spray of alm ond blossoms paint­ 
ed iii oil on tile satin. 
H and-bags are m ade of 
coarse linen twine 
crocheted in im itation of m aontime lace; Hic 
crochet is four inches deep. and obeli side is five 
inches long; they arc m uch p rettier lf made in one 
piece. 
Finish tile top edge w ith a small scallop 
and the bottom witii sm all points and a scant 
fringe; the lining is of satin and a satin bow is 
placed on Hie cro ch et; the ton Of the bag is draw n 
together w ith narrow satin ribbon. 
A set of tidies is m ade of satin and cretonne. 
Cut Hie satin in squares the size desired and cut 
the figures I rom tile cit tonne and apply it to the 
satin w ith .Japanese gold thread in chain stitch. 
Finish the edges with antique or Russian lace. 
To cover worn furniture w ith cretonne, cut p at­ 
tern s of paper that will fit on each article. . Place 
these patterns on the cretonne, am t cut them out 
exactly, m arking every crease and fold with p i ns, 
so th a t they may be put on straight and le t puck­ 
ered. 
First pin on the back of the chair, then t.ie 
arm -plcces, and then the outside coverings, aud 
then lace narrow gimp over tho raw takes, pin­ 
ning It and tacking it down w ith upboi-tcrers 
tacks. 
Pin in the seat tightly, keeping the same 
folds flint w ere in Hic old cover; sew It cow ii firmly 
iii the back, and cover Hie front edges with gimp 
and nails. 
If you prefer, the seat can be first 
covered, and it can then tie fastened tighter 
at Hie back. 
lf you w ish to tack lr down With 
buttons, you can cover 
button moil ids 
with 
the m aterial, or purchase velvet or kid buttons of 
the upholsterer. 
A fter p!«> iug ll"' cover ova r the 
scat take a m attress needle aud thread it with 
strong tw ine am i double ii. mid pii-h ii up from the 
bottom of the chair into Hie place w nerethc old 
button w rs ; thou through the button and down 
through tho scat ag ain ; then pull it very tightly 
and tie it In a hard knot. 
Put all ti" buttons oil 
in tills way, and tu ck m aterial fa r down at the 
back of the* chair and nail It on in Hunt, and cover 
w ith gimp and nails. Then nail a cam bric cover­ 
ing over the bottom of the chair. Chair coverings 
can he made of strips of brightly-colored woollen 
plush, altern ated w ith strips of satin, or of woollen 
reps of contrasting colors. 
A screen ut w hite china m atting is painted with 
a trellis and grapevine, w ith green leaves and 
purple d u ste rs of fruit. 
A table cover is m ade of wine-colored felt, w ith 
tile bordel and corners em broidered in silk of a 
d ark er shade and outlined w ith gold Japanese 
thread. 
A unique lipread 
is inane of old gold 
satin, with a border iii applique of dark blue, 
w orked w ith gold Japanese thread and cardinal 
em broidery silk. 
T he shape is oblong, amt the 
two ends arc knotted with tassels of crewel and 
silk iii all the colors used. 
A piano spread for an upright piano is of gray 
linen, w ith i frieze of dancing figures or a scroll 
deafen worked witii scarlet filling silk. 
W hen a sofa lias becom e worn remove tlie up­ 
right back and tho covering from the couch; use 
the oirt m aterial for a p attern , and lay it on cre­ 
tonne or wool goods, cutting them oui carefully. 
Tack it on Hic sofa and m ake a curtain th at will 
extend all Hie way around, finishing Hie top w ith 
two pulls, allow ing the bottom s to hang loose. 
M ake tw o pillows of the cretonne or wool, narrow 
ami long, sew a heavy curd ail the way around 
Hie side and bottom seam s; till with curled hair. 
Face Hic openings with cardinal and He with a 
cardinal ribbon four In d ies from the top, so th at 
they will resem ble meal bags. Place one at each 
end of Hie sofa. 
T ake an tilt! cloth coat and cut out of it a straig h t 
piece one-quarter of a yard wide, w ork a pretty 
running pattern iii bright-colored crew els, and 
finish bv cutting the b o tto m into shreds one inch 
deep for fringe. 
This will m ake a very pretty 
corner lam brequin. 
A pretty tidy is m ade of pale bino Java canvas; 
choose th a t which is all wool, as it 'iii not fade 
and will w ear w ell; fringe it out around the edge 
to the depth of tw o inches; In tho centre apply a 
round inn cut from cream -colored fe lt; catch it to 
the canvas w ith fine stitches, and ornam ent In 
any style you please, using a good deal of scarlet 
em broidery silk to brighten it; in cad i corner 
apply sm aller inns of a different shape; m ake 
stitches iii line upon them , so th at they will appear 
to k e half or wholly si rqpd. 
A pretty lam brequin is m ade of bedticking; the 
w hite stripe is w orked w ith different colors of 
bright w orsted in cross stitch ; it is cut in large 
scallops across the bottom , and a fringe of w orsted 
added. 
A three-fold screen has the centre panel of gold 
paper, and Hie side ones, alternately, of blue and 
satin-w atered paper. On tile centre panel fancy 
cards are arranged close together, one overlapping 
the other, w ithout any p articu lar design, showing 
every now am i then the gold background; at Hie 
liase a row of fb ral cards, cut out, form ed a band, 
below which, to the d» pf Ii of eight indies or so, the 
plain gold paper was left, sim ulating a dado; on 
the pale blue and pink panels Hie best and largest 
cards w ere placed, ev eryone with a narrow gold 
em bossed band round it. and a narrow gold cord 
apparently suspending it to a gold-headed n atl; 
c ad i one backed a picture, and Hie effect, when 
varnished, was of pink and blue china. 
This a r­ 
rangem ent was carried down to the base of Hie 
screen. 
A nother screen had a rather deep dado 
of Hie rich-looking lacquered Japanese paper, now 
so fashionable, above which w ere arranged the. 
caids, the largest ana most effective bplng in the 
centre, and the others grouped around. 
F o r a piano m at procure some canvas not too 
coarse, cut it the size you wish your m at. leaving 
a m argin of at least an Inch, a wood mesh one inch 
dee]), and a dozen large and strong rug needles. 
A sm all pattern w ith border Is most suited to the 
work. You should m ark o n Hic canvas a border 
of tw o or three inches in w idth, and line tills bor­ 
der on each side w ith tw o stitches of very dark 
grenat wool. 
In the m iddle of this border work 
a sm all star or scroll of thirteen stitches; work 
this iii w hite, and the ground between the two 
lines in a lighter shade of g re n a t; for the centre 
m ark your design on tho canvas w ith pen and ink 
—a sm all geom etrical one would be iu character. 
W hen this is m arked thread your needles w ith 
very long pieces ot wool am t work them double.. 
Tile w ork is now commenced. 
W ork carefully in 
row s, and every stitch pass the wool over the 
mesh for each p arto f Hie stitch. Have a few stitches 
of one color, and then change Hie color. To effect 
th is leave the needle, Just running the wool iii and 
out of the canvas under Hie mesh, and draw the 
thread out and cut o ff; if it does not w aste it too 
m uch, carry it on to the next place where reqiiirea, 
as the few er Joins Hie better. 
It is better to cut 
tile row s "lien all are w orked. 
A skilled cutter 
will m ake this kind of w ork look much like velvet 
pile, b u t an am ateur would not succeed in produc­ 
ing th a t effect,especially wit Ii such coarse m aterial. 
We have seen steel m eshes half and three-eighths 
of an inch iii width, w ith a littie movable knife at 
one end. 
W hen the whole 
row was w orked 
tills way the knife w as slipped into the place. 
Tile m esh was then pulled tim ugh the work, and 
the knife cut as it passed through, m aking Hie 
w ork very even and th e w ork sinter than velvet 
pile. 
A fter the m at is com pleted it should be 
lined throughout w ith burlap or canton flannel 
aud trim m ed all around with an edge of colored 
cloth pinked out, or w ith a wool fringe of gay col­ 
ors, to m atch Hie shades used in Hic work. 
A pretty little pincushion in the shape of a bel­ 
lows can be made as follows: F irst cut out four 
pieces of cardboard (visiting or invitation cards 
are best) to the size required, aud the shape of a 
sm all bellow s; cover these four pieces singly with 
p retty silk or satin, by turning over the edges and 
lacing them from side lo side with a needle and 
th read to m ake them lit. 
Then join tw o pieces 
together and sew over the edges neatly; sew a 
little piece of line flannel or m erino, tilled w ith 
needles, lo one joined side-picce at the point; then 
put the tw o sides together, and sew them well 
together at the point, leaving 
space 
enough 
for a gilt bodkin to pass through, and m ake the 
real point. 
Tut pins in all around the edge, adit a 
narrow ribbon band, fastened by a pin a t Hie 
handle end. to keep the sides together. Tlip in­ 
side of the bellows looks best w ith satin or plain 
silk, aud the outside w ith brocade. If a small de­ 
sign is painted or em broidered on the outside, it 
bas a very good effect. 
The length of Hie bellows 
th a t is usually m ade is th ree niches from Hie end 
of the handle to Hie point, the width at the widest 
p a rt tw o Inches, the w idth across Hie point half an 
inch, across the handle three-quarters of an Inch; 
the bodkin projects about an inch beyond the 
point. 
A pretty toilet stand is made in this w ay; 
T ake any old four-legged stand (or a dry goods 
box will do) and cut a piece of pink cam bric to 
fit tho top. Draw this over tightly and tack around 
the edge. Cut a piece pf the cam bric long enough 
to go around three sides of the stand and wide 
enough to reach from top to bottom. Draw around 
plain aud tack. 
Cut a 
piece of 
bleached 
cheese 
cloth 
tw ice 
Hie 
length 
of 
the 
cam bric 
and 
th e 
same 
w idth. 
al­ 
lowing an inch and a half for a hem. G ather the 
edge opposite 
the hem aud tack around Hie 
edge of the stand. Cut a strip of the cheese cloth 
th ree indies wide and a strip of the cam bric one 
and a half inches wide. 
Notch each edge of both 
these box plaits or g ath er through the centre, 
fasten together (the pink over the white) and tack 
around the edge of the stand with bright tacks, 


H ave a plain pretty-shaped shelf, not too large, 
put un across the corner of your room : cover tho 
top nicely w ith dark, sm ooth cloth: then tack a 
piece of fine, firm satin, wine r der. brown, or any 
rich and very dark color, of tho proper w idth and 
length for Hie front piece to Hie shelf; paint 
near one end of this 
a w hite garden lily. 
w ith a bit of 
Hie stalk and two or th ree 
of 
the 
slender 
green 
leaves ; 
n ear 
the 
other end a sprig of bluebells, and in the 
centre a sm all bouquet of yellow, white and p u r­ 
ple pansies. 
Line w ith buckram or padding to 
stiffen: liem the bottom and finish w ith a h an d ­ 
some fringe to m atch ; fasten un around the edge 
of the shelf. 
If von lack the skill or tim e to do 
Hie hand-painting nicely, procure instead a card 
of the -m all variety pictures now so much used 
for such purposes; cut out carefully, paste neatly 
and finish as above. 


THURLOW WEED. 


The Veteran Journalist Breathes His Last 
in New York City-8ketch of the Life and 
Work of a Truly Great Man. 
Thurlow W eed died a t his residence in New 
York last W ednesday m orning. 
Thurlow W eed was horn a t the little village of 
Cairo, New York, in 1797. 
W hen ho first saw 
file light W ashington w as still alive; G eorge III. 
was King of E ngland; Napoleon Hie G reat was 
the first consul of France. 
His life thus links 
us w ith a past th a t is now ancient history. Ho lias 
been 
himself 
a m ost im portant 
p a tt of tho 
history 
of 
his 
country. 
He has 
personally 
know n and 
been politically associated 
w ith 
most 
of 
the 
groat 
nam es 
which 
have 
corno down to 
us 
from 
form er generations. 
Lincoln, Sew ard, Sum ner, Scott, Stanton, aud ids 
o ther w orthies of Hie w ar of the rebellion, w ere 
his intim ate co-workers. 
He knew intim ately 
G eneral Jackson, G eneral Taylor, G eneral H arri­ 
son, G eneral Scott, rem em bered well Hic d eath of 
W ashington, and lived to m ourn tho m urder of 
Garfield. Of lits eiglity-flve years, ut least seventy 
have been passed iii Hie active service of his coun­ 
try. At tile age of fourteen lie was a boy in a 
printing office at C atskill, and only one year later 
lie was 
A Volunteer for the W ar of IRIS. 
Born of very poor parents, wtio w ere unable to 
give him Hie education ho deserved, lie set to 
work to educatehim self, and his intelligence and 
precocity arc shown by tile position lie held at 
(his eari'y age. 
For such a boy ti tare could be no 
better college than a printing office, especially as 
it pays w ages to its students instead of dem and­ 
ing tuition lees. Thurlow W eed learned to he 
a 
practical 
printer 
aud 
graduated 
from 
the 
com positor’s 
cii'e 
to 
tho 
editorial 
chair. 
In 
ten 
years 
after 
lie 
had 
a t­ 
tained 
his m ajority 
lie 
started 
and 
edited 
as m any papers iii iii© v < stern p a rt of this State, 
learning sorncthiiigtby every failure, and progress­ 
ing faster in politics than In Journalism . 
As Hie 
editor of the Anti-M usouie E nquirer, which lie 
published at R ochester, lie w as sent to the Legis­ 
lature, and soon found his true sphere am ong Hie 
political m agnates at All any. 
Young as lie was. 
Hie nom ination of De W ilt Clinton for governor 
was credited to his sag..city, and lie was urged to 
accept the editorship of the Albany Evening Jour­ 
nal. then Hic organ of Hie opposition to th© Demo­ 
cratic, regency. A nti-M asonry was then Hie party 
Shibboleth, and 
Thurlow tVced’s First Victories 
were won w ith that rallying cry. 
To that and to 
him W illiam IL Seward owed his future fame and 
M illard Fillm ore the presidency. 
Mr. Weed was 
m ade State printer soon after he became the editor 
of the Journal, and lie never held any other office. 
W ealth poured in upon him from his papers and 
his political influence. 
He w as the real and ac­ 
cepted m anager of his party, alw ays a little ahead 
cf it iii his prescience and alw ays prudently giving 
oilier men the offices while lie retained the practical 
power. To have checkm ated the Albany regency 
and wrested tho State and the presidency repeat­ 
edly from the great D em ocratic chieftains would 
have been glory enough for the fam ous finn of 
Seward, W eed'd; G reeley; hut a greater fame 
aw aited Mr. W eed. 
lie was one of the first to 
foresee the partisan and national advantages of 
creating tin* R epublican party to take the place 
of tilt- W ings and m ake freedom for all ap o litical 
platform . G reeley w ithdrew from Hic firm In th o t ; 
nut it was even* more prosperous and powerful 
without him , anti It obtained all tile benefits of Ids 
assistance and that of the T ribune w ithout being 
annoyed by his p in . to piques am i im possible 
cravings for office. 
>’i verfheloss, the personal 
anim osity of G reeley lo Sew ard, led to 
T h e B election o f L in co ln 
as the R epublican candidate in 1860. Thurlow 
Weed, how ever, swung about with Hie tide—in­ 
stead of deserting to the Dem ocracy, its m any 
others of Be w ard's supporters had done—and thus 
identified himself with Hic best interests of the 
country, ami won a reputation in com parison w ith 
which Ids previous achievem ents will seem trivial.

T hurlow W eed 
resigned

secret m issions, tile results of which were evident 
in tile non’.rulltv of England am t the im m ediate 
j checks which the rebel schem es iii Europe re­ 
ceived. 
Tile W arw ick who could m anage tho 
politicians of A lbany and W ashington found him ­ 
self at home among Hic diplom atists of England. 
lie was received ny tho hest people, and his 
personal, as well as his semi-official, Influence 
was devoted to the Fnion. 
V isiting London sev­ 
eral years afterw ards, w e found Thurlow W eed 
Warmly nml P le a s a n tly If cm em he re cl 
in circles w here A m ericans, and 
particularly 
A m ericans opposed to tho Southern confederacy, 
w ere not usually favorites. 
But th ere was some- 
thingrabout the frank, genial, am iable m anners of 
Mr. W eed, his hearty interest, not assum ed, in all 
who were brought into relations w ith him, th at 
made friends easily, kept them lone, and was tho 
secret of liis success as a m anager of men. 
A t the 
close 
of 
tho civil war, 
Mr. 
W eed 
took charge of the Commercial A dvertiser, bu t Ill- 
health again forced him to abandon regular news­ 
paper work. Since then lie has often w ritten for 
various papers, and Hic signature "T. W ." has al­ 
ways been the sign of an interesting letter or an 
im portant political fact. 
He wept when poor 
G reeley died. and paid a splendid tribute to Ids 
memory. 
L atterly lie bas liven most at home iii 
Hic Tribune, and bas principally favored th at 
paper w ith his contributions. 
His fortune am ounts 
to nearly a million of dollars, hut his Income lins 
been liberally expended iii charities. 
For years 
lie lins been a practical as well as a profess­ 
ing Christian. 
Recently, during a discussion as to 
his pension as a veteran ct 1812, it appeared th at 
lie had alw ays paid over the m oney to a poor lady 
a t A lbany. He has lived in a 
Comfortable, Old-fashioned Mansion 
on Tw elfth street and F ifth avenue, and his doors 
have alw ays been open to the poor, to interview ers 
and to his m any friends. 
U ntil his eyesight failed 
his chief am usem ent was reading D ickens over 
and over, and he regularly took his w alks abroad 
upon m issions of business and benevolence. To 
know him was a political education, and he was 
ready to bestow the treasures of ills experience 
and his m emory upon all who talked w ith him. 
It was; his charact Grist ic th at he alw ays gave 
one some valuable hint to carry away. 
One 
day, when sonic one rem arked upon tile enorm ous 
quantity of work lie had perform ed, he sa id : “ Do 
you know how I m anaged it? I alw ays travelled by 
nig h t; I learned to sleep well on the Journey; and 
thus saved all my days. 
I used to finish my w ork 
here in New York. dine with a friend or a public 
man, take Hie train for A lbany or W ashington, 
and arrive Hie next m orning ready for business 
there. People thought me ubiquitous, but the 
secret of my double work was night travel.” 
W hat Tho Orent •Journalist’s estate Was 
Made Up Of. 
The property left by Thurlow W eed is estim ated 
to be worth from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. A 
prom inent W all street m an,w ho w as fam iliar w ith 
Mr. W eed’s affairs, said the other day to a T ribune 
reporter: “ I t w as not until he had reached the 
age of GO th a t Mr. W eed seem ed to realize the 
value of money. 
Before th a t tim e he was alm ost 
indifferent on the subject 
of money m aking. 
His

m oney ny any bold or fortunate stroke. W hat lie 
bought he alw ays paid for, taking it as a m atter 
of Investm ent. 
H e owned some considerable 
am ounts of I try Dock, 
E ast 
Broadw ay and 
B attery and T hird A venue Surface railroad stock. 
H e bought some T hird Avenue stock when its 
price v as about $30. aud now the m ice is ten 
lim es th a t figure. Ile lield considerable am ounts 
of governm ent bonds at tim es, but I do not 
think th ere is over $50,000 In his estate today.

W eed 
never 
was 
a 
heavy 
ow ner of 
real estate, and he had little of th at kind 
of property w hen he died. 
He owned a hand­ 
some country seat a t Croton, N. Y., adjoining the 
property owned tty Samuel Sinclair. This Croton 
real estate MT. W eed bought about ten years ago. 
It is fully w orth $20,000. Ile owned Ills house in 
W est Tw elfth stieet, which he paid $50,000 for. 
This property he bought in 1865,w hen lie rem oved 
from A lbany to this city. H e also was possessed 
of some lands in M ichigan, M innesota and other 
W estern States. 
These he purchased several 
years ago.”

HINTS TO GOOD HEALTH. 


Winter 
Heating 
and 
Ventilation — T h e 


Training of Children—Cheerfulness. 


H ating and ventilation in sum m er are mu ii 
more adjustable to each other and to surround­ 
ings than iii the w inter. T he natu ral ventila­ 
tion by doors and by w indows is readily avail­ 
able. W hatever 
may be the morn artificial, 
these arc resorted to w ith case in order to make 
adjustm ents. 
B ut in w inter th e blasts from 
w ithout will not do. Both h eatin g and ventila­ 
tion become m atters tor in tern al regulation. H eat, 
in order to be desirable, needs to be such as is 
Im parted to pure air and such as admits of reg­ 
ulation as to degree, w hile m oisture has some 
relation to our com fort in connection w ith it. 
The changes which have occurred in heating 
m ethods have involved new risks, as w ell as 
added to convenience. 
Tile old open fireplace 
w as very m uch of a self-regulator. I t w arm ed 
the 
air 
it 
found 
in 
tho room, 
and 
by 
draw ing tow ard itself also served for ventilation. 
W ith it the problem w as not how to have Hie air 
pure, but how to keep w arm . The open grate, 
witii its reflecting surroundings, was much of the 
sam e character, and often left the back of the per­ 
son an d o f th e room too cold. Then came stoves 
of various patterns, w hich mostly drew their air- 
supply 
from 
Hie room s. 
By a more cen­ 
tra l 
position 
and 
a greater radiating 
sur­ 
face, 
they 
im parted 
m ore heat, hut 
were 
less valuable for ventilating purposes. T he gas- 
burners, while they give less escape to « o il gases, 
are so nearly air tight th a t they aid but Mitt t* in 
room ventilation. 
Next the furnaces come. with 
tiicir air supply either from Hic cellar or more 
wisely from an air duct w ithout. Thus a w arm ed 
air Is introduced into tile room mon* likely to 
have its full supply of oxygen. According in the 
its Introduction, 
it 
m ingles 
in tile room. 
with 
place 
of Its ’ Introduction, 
it 
mini 
or 
drives out the air 
before 
iii 
doing 
tills, 
it 
gives 
rise 
to 
currents 
quite different from those caused by fireplaces or 
stoves, 
it docs not alw ays rapidly obey the law 
as to the diffusion of gases. 
We need yet, with 
tile anem om eter and by other m ethods, to study 
Just w here Hie hot air should be introduced, 
whi ther both at tire floor and at tho ceiling, 
and how to regulate its flow. 
W hile luff, air 
tends to rise, the m om entum is much affected 
by its tendency to flow* along surfaces and by 
Hie varying heat a t different h eig h ts of the air 
already in the room. 
Persons are often injured 
by the habit of standing ovc* registers or sit­ 
ting iii such close relation to them as to have on 
one side a blast of hot air, quite different iii tem ­ 
perature from th at on the other side of them , 
w here hot air or steam are Introduced into radi­ 
ators, the principle is Hic sam e as th at of a stove, 
which warm s the air of ii room ; only there is less 
of dust am i equality of tem perature is more easily 
secured. The question of w hat m etal to use, how 
thick, and how best to secure in the sm allest com­ 
pass Hie largest am ount ot radiating surface, has 
been carefully dealt w ith by physicists aud en­ 
gineers. 
The advantage of steam over hot air is that 
it is more readily equalized and steam-] ipes do 
not seem so to affect the iron as when air is 
linked. 
Even the radiators are not absolutely 
air-tiglit. 
We, perhaps, still need some explana­ 
tion of the prevalent idea th at steam h eat is 
more genial than dry, hot-air heat. 
B ut just 
now w e are wltucsslug iiew aud im portant changes 
in m ethods of heating. 
We have Just exam ined 
some of Hie arrangem ents in New York city for 
heating whole blocks and streets by steam . 
A 
large building contains m any boilers, of all de­ 
grees 
of horse 
pow er. T he 
steam 
is dis­ 
persed to each 
m inding 
through 
pipes, so 
liiat 
every 
part, 
from 
cellar 
to 
attle, 
can be supplied aud regulated in am ount to suit 
eaeh owner. R adiators of various capacities are 
{nit tip as occupants may deslie, and so as to suit 
both custom ers and clerks. T here is a m ode of 
registry ot Hie am ount of heat used. 
A m er­ 
chant 
recently 
told us he could now heat 
through ills whole building for less th an 
his 
coal lorm eily cost him. 
it is certainly a valuable 
mode of introducing a regulating heat. 
But we 
are yet to find out w hat will tie the effect of loose 
hot 
Ki 


hot pipes running through moist aud filth-sodden 
round, and heating m any a cellar and sidc-hole, 
lied w ith the m aterials tor organic decay. 
Ile a l, 
m oisture, and such filth Jn inch places are d an­ 
gerous allies. 
T he use also of gas stoves is to no sm all degree 
superseding coal in small rooms among ihose who 
can only afford inconstant fires. 
They are so 
easily lighted and put out, and so are very ready 
heaters. 
Yet as t hoy consum e 
the 
oxygen 
of Hie air, they often 
interfere w ith 
good 
ventilation and enuse unevenness of tem pera­ 
ture. 
We 
do 
nut as yet Know of a per­ 
fect oil-stove or gas-stove for heating purposes, 
hut aw alt im provem ents in this direction. 
Elec­ 
tricity, too, I ms its [inure, perhaps, for h eat as 
well as for light. 
It is well for us, in preparing 
for Winter heating, to hear fully in mind such out­ 
lines as these, am t to sew to it th at we do not have 
too much or too unequal boat and that we use t hut 
m ethod of heating w inch is m ost consistent 
pure air and good ventilation.—[Independent

In such a case as this, aud a t such tim es, we 
naturally look for som ething even b etter than 
thoughts expressed by w riters of Hie past, no m at­ 
te r now good, 
lf parents and guardians were 
more apt to govern th eir ( lunges ny the common­ 
sense practical rules found in phrenology, there 
would lie less trouble—less talk of the bad m aim ers 
of Hie present generation. 
W hen a parent studies the defects and virtues of 
each child separately, rem em bering th a t hardly 
any tw o children are so m uch alike th a t tliev 
can be governed in the sarnie m anner, lie may 
then

Alas! 
parents

N ot using pow er in a tyrannical 
way, for th at invariably gives a child a aim sense 
of your love of 
dictation, and 
lie 
naturally 
rebels; 
but 
kindness 
should be used with 
it 
to 
effectually 
carry 
out 
you designs. 
W hen 
a 
child 
lins learned 
th at tile first 
thing is to obey, then half ills character Is formed. 
It is easy for any child to get on Iii life if he once 
realizes th at his good lies iii obeying his superiors, 
not th a t his superiors have a right to dictate any­ 
thing th a t Is not for ins good; but lf he realizes 
tiiat his p aren ts’ aim is to save him future 
trouble, 
annoyance 
aud 
disgrace, 
aud 
not 
love of power, he 
will 
ne much m ore apt 
to fall in witii their wishes. 
A child that lias a 
sensitive or stubborn nature should never he 
w hipped; half the evils in governm ent of children 
have arisen from resorting to corporal punish­ 
m ent. A stubborn child is invariably m ade worse, 
and a sensitive child will brood over it for days, 
and neither, naturally, will take Hie punishm ent 
iii its intended lig h t; their dispositions cannot be 
im proved by such m eans of governm ent. 
. Tile prevalence of corporal punishm ent in tho 
days or our grandparents led to m any serious re­ 
sults.m any hom es being quite broken up t brough its 
influence. This enlightened age, to be sure, lias 
done aw ay with it in a great m easure; still there 
can never be too much said against it. 
“ Men are but children of a larger grow th.” and 
if they treated their children kindly, firmly and 
courteously, as they are supposed to tre a t their 
equals, they Would realize and perceive a differ­ 
ence im m ediately.

Ave have never seen a child which could not, 
sooner or later, he conquered by kindness, and 
there is no necessity a t any tim e for being harsh, 
but the parent m ust use tim e and patience. 
Many we m eet think the ir w ork a com plete 
failure if they do not see results at once; am i yet 
m any of Hie children longest despaired of becom e 
the best men and women in after years, aud ac­ 
knowledge th at their success In life w as entirely 
owing to unceasing 
care 
and patience com­ 
bined w ith 
judicious 
governm ent, which 
so 
im pressed 
itself 
upon 
them 
th at 
it 
fol­ 
lowed 
them 
through 
life. 
If 
we 
expect 
aught 
but 
good 
of 
our 
children, 
even 
Hie w orst, we eau never succeed. Often their 
deficiencies are inherited from us, and we, know ­ 
ing by experience w here we have been benefited 
by certain treatm ent iii such cases, can act accord­ 
ingly. As Dr. Lym an A bbott tersely say s: "Suc­ 
cess is not fees, nor office, nor salary, nor land, 
nor m achinery—it is results obtained; harvests 
reaped, garnered, distributed; hum anity b e tte re d ;

The New York Herald has this to say about the 
flurry in the steel trade, which touches the point 
very closely in our judgment: “The announcement 
of the closing of a large number of iron and steel 
foundries and mills in different parts of the coun­ 
try at a certain date in the near future is, to say 
the least, curious.

The death of Mr. Weed suggested some thought s 
to Mr. Beecher for his 
Friday evening talk. 
Among other things he said: “ The newspapers 
made the most of men’s deaths and perhaps per 
petuated the impression that the places of great 
men could not be supplied. Their maw must be 
filled with something, and so their columns were 
filled up with daily reports of a m an’s condition. 
Then come reports about his funeral, then remin­ 
iscences, so that in these days it really required 
about a month to fairly get rid of a man.” If Mr. 
Beecher had a long and serious illness, and the 
newspapers did not yield some space for an ac­ 
count of his condition, he would probably feel 
very much disappointed. He Is a man who dearly 


loves the very notoriety he condemns. In his day 
Mr. Beecher has not probably been much different 
from some other ministers who would kindly pre­ 
pare something about themselves for a newspaper 
and almost beg for its publication. 


Mr. .Tames G. Blaine, the ex-secretary of state 
and ex-fricnd of Guano Shipherd, made a des­ 
perate effort to defeat Perry Belmont of New York 
at the recent election. 
Mr. Belmont had tho 
audacity to question and cross-examine Mr. Blaine 
in committee, and Mr. Blaine resolved to punish 
him. And so he got Mr. Dwight Townsend to run 
against him for Congress. Mr. Townsend is a sort 
of a Democrat, we believe. The result will not 
prove very gratifying to the friend of Mr. Jam es 
Mulligan of Boston. The official canvass of the 
vote cast in that district shows that Mr. Belmont 
received 18,689 and Mr. Townsend 4956, thus 
showing a majority for the former of 13,733. In 
1880 his majority was 2652 only. 
Doubtless he 
would like to have Mr. Blaine put up another can­ 
didate when he runs again. 


TH I K LOW W E E D S CAREER. 


The history’ of our country scarcely contains a 
character whose career furnishes such dramatic 
interest as does that of Thurlow Weed, politician 
and journalist. It is full of striking situations 
from first to last, and has power equally to en­ 
chain the attention whether It is considered as a 
whole in its long span of eighty-five years, or is 
separated Into its parts and each studied by 
itself 
from 
the 
time when as 
a ten-year- 
old urchin he earned his own living as a cabin 
boy until, an old man, blind and helpless, he still 
kept his eager interest in the doings of his coun­ 
trymen, who listened with respect to all he had to 
say. In time he linked the first president of the 
republic with 
the latest, 
and 
in 
position 
the 
contrast 
lies 
between 
the 
cabin 
boy and the wandering journeyman printer, 
and the trusted agent of the government sent 
on the most delicate and im portant of missions, 
the maker of presidents, cabinets and governors, 
the possessor of more real power perhaps than 
has ever fallen to any other one man In the history 
of the country. 
His character comes out In 
a 
stronger 
light, 
and 
becomes 
the 
more 
striking from 
the 
fact 
that, although 
he 
held 
so 
much 
political 
power 
which he 
could 
at any time have turned to his own 
advantage, he cared nothing whatever for office. 
His genius was for organizing and controlling 
others, and from its exercise he derived the great­ 
est pleasure. He was not moved by either of the 
two ambitions which control most men In this 
country—the desire to become rich or the de­ 
sire 
for 
public 
place. 
Up 
to 
the 
time 
when most 
men 
are 
thinking 
of 
retiring 
from business he was still a poor man, and would 
have so remained until the end of his days lf he 
had conducted his business affairs himself. With 
the strings of office in his hands for half a century 
and with influential positions repeatedly offered 
him and urged upon him, his official services were 
limited to a term or two in the State Legislature 
and a short period as State printer. 
In this country of comparatively short lives, 
and proportionately still briefer seasons of public 
service, Thurlow Weed’s marvellously long life is 
less strange than that he should for so long a time 
have 
held such political 
power. 
No other 
public man has held secure the lines of power in 
his 
party through 
such length of time and 
such various political issues as he. Through the 
anti-Masonic contest, through the varying fortunes 
of 
the 
Whig party to Its final astonishing 
victories and its gradual dissolution, through 
the 
early 
struggles 
of 
the 
young 
Repub­ 
lican 
organization and 
the 
conflict 
of 
the 
war, 
through 
all these he 
was 
a 
leader whose hand was in every party move, and 
whose voice was most potent in party councils. 
The secret of his perennial power lay in the fact 
that he subordinated personal alms, personal 
opinions, the wishes and the success of friends, 
everything, to that which he conceived to be the 
desire qf the body of bls party. 
He was a partisan in the strongest sense of the 
term,yet a partisan for no ignoble alms,but because 
he believed In the success of his party to carry 
the greatest good. He seldom advocated a meas­ 
ure until he was sure it would have the approval 
of 
the greater portion of the party, would 
be in 
every 
sense 
a 
party measure, and 
then he was indefatigable in pressing it. He did 
not attem pt to lead public opinion on any question 
until he saw that it was ready to be led. But with 
all 
this 
he kept somewhat in advance 
of 
the 
conscious 
desire of his party, direct­ 
ing 
its 
course 
and 
guiding 
its 
policy. 
On those questions Involving moral issues he 
stood between the prophet-like reformer and tho 
mass of the unseeing people, accepting the prin­ 
ciples of the one, but refraining from giving them 
utterance as party measures until the masses of 
the people, who must be moved, were ready to 
receive them. 


F R A N C O M A K IA . 


The prevalent Anglomania, which is not con­ 
fined to the “you know” style of young man, but 
which leads a great many people in a great many 
different circles to ape English customs, to imitate 
English methods of pronunciation, to adopt Eng­ 
lish phraseology, and to accept with unquestioning 
delight whatever bears the m ark of English ap­ 
proval, provokes from their more sensible and 
more patriotic countrymen a running Are of re­ 
proof 
ana 
ridicule. 
But the 
censure they 
receive 
is 
every 
bit 
of 
it 
deserved, 
and 
there 
would 
be 
ample 
excuse 
for 
even more of it if there were any indication 
that it would save from the error of his ways the 
individual who talks about the “brahse” for his 
“luggage” ; declares that It is “beastly weather, 
you know,” and pronounces it a “narsty day.” 
But he and all his ilk are beyond the hope of recla­ 
mation. 
However, Anglomania is not the only 
senseless extreme of Imitation that we have de­ 
veloped. 
There is extant an Imitation and accep­ 
tation of French phrases, a tendency to Frenchify 
pronunciation, that is just as ridiculous, just as 
senseless, just as reprehensible as the Anglo­ 
mania that monopolizes so much attention. 
We interlard our discourse with French words 
and phrases. We give a French twist to our pro­ 
nunciation of words that have long been perfectly 
at home among us. Our artist of the kitchen con­ 
cocts a new dish, and we give it a French name. 
We have made such plentiful use of French 
words and French quotations, and so dressed up 
in French gewgaws good old English words and 
modes or expression, that our language is coming 
to look and souna a very mongrel. There Is ample 
excuse for adopting a word from another lan­ 
guage when it expresses an idea better than 
can 
be 
done in 
our own tongue without 
an awkward circumlocution. 
But is there any 
reason to be given in all tho expanse of these 
United States why any writer, who pretends to 
use the English language, should say “ raison 
d’etre” when ho means “reason for existence,” 
simply that and nothing more? Yet the expression 
is one that is to be seen in all classes of current 
literature, and has become so common that three- 
fourths of the writers who wish to express the 
idea 
will 
use 
the 
French 
rather 
than 
the English phrase. 
“ En passant” is thought 
to impart a more distinguished appearance to a 
page of manuscript than “ by the way,” notwith­ 
standing its birthright of English respectability. 
And even the wittiest wit of tile comic paper, sup- 
posably far enough removed from the influences 
which control the tendency, is so impregnated 
with the universal Frenchifying spirit that he ex­ 
claim s “C est possible” instead of airing his aston­ 
ishm ent in the time-honored Yankee phrase, “You 
don’t say!” 
The same tendency crops out occasionally in the 
pronunciation of words that have been iii such 
long and constant use that practically tlioy are as 
English as if they had come down from King Al­ 
fred’s time. Has not an “ employe” been em­ 
ployed 
in 
English long enough to be per­ 
fectly at home 
in English 
garb ? And the 
absurdity 
of 
referring 
to 
a 
collection 
of 
working 
people, 
the 
most 
of 
whose 
birthplaces have been in Yankeeland and the 
Emerald Isle as “ongplwayas!” 
Can any of tho 
users of that mongrel pronunciation of a word 
in daily use, that is neither French nor English, 
nor of any other tongue, give any sensible reason 
why they should say “ongvelop?” 
We and our 
fathers and our grandfathers have used the word 
until it has as assured a place in the English 
language 
and 
as 
undoubtable 
a 
right 
to 
English dress without 
the addition of 
any 
ridiculous “French fixings” as half the words in 


the dictionary. The list might be continued in­ 
definitely, but these are sufficient to show the ten­ 
dency which is to make the American branch of 
the English language one great conglomeration of 
words and phrases and methods of pronunciation 
that are neither of their original tongue nor nat­ 
uralized into this, with scarcely a sufficient thread 
of similarity running through it to hold it together 
as one language. 


T H E SCARE IM STEEL AMI* IROM. 


I t appears from interviews with leading repre­ 
sentatives of the steel rail industry that the 
threatened stoppage of W estern mills was not the 
result of any concerted movement to influence the 
action of Congress at the approaching session. 
There has been an over-production of steel rails in 
this country under the stimulus of a high protec­ 
tive tariff and large profits in certain quarters. 
The supply has come to largely exceed the de­ 
mand, and the inevitable of course happens. Mr. 
Hatfield of the Lackawanna Iron and Coal Com­ 
pany said to an interviewer: “ Until the demand 
of the country conies up to the capacity for pro­ 
duction by the mills, supply must be in ex­ 
cess, and prices consequently low, unless enough 
works stop to make It a profitable business 
for those that run. The sooner some of them 
stop, the sooner the thing will rectify itself.” 
Mr. Carnegie of Pittsburg said on this subject: 
“The truth of the m atter is that we Bessemer 
people are between the upper and nether mill­ 
stones in this country this year—the millstones be­ 
ing lack of demand and over-supply. The country 
is not going to lay 12,000 miles of railroad this 
year, as it did last year. If It were there would be 
enough business to go around .and give alt the 
mills a share, but as retrenchment appears to be 
the order Bessemer firms have felt It necessary to 
m ake an active competition for whatever of next 
year’s trade appeared in sight.” He said, further, 
that the sudden drop in prices was caused by 
the action of the Scranton mills. “There was,” he 
said, “a preconcerted arrangement on the part of 
Eastern men to squeeze out tho W estern people, 
as appears to have been covertly suggested. 
W hen Mr. Clark, the owner of the Scranton mill, 
came from Europe last week, he found bls mill 
without more than enough orders to last him a 
week. His coal and ore roads and mines were 
idle, and there was no market. He resolved to 
make a m arket and quoted rails at the mill at $40 
to $43 delivered in Chicago. He can’t make rails 
for $40, but he loses less at $40 than lf he were to 
let his mill lie idle. He did what I would have 
done.” Judging from previous reports, the steel 
rail manufacturers can afford to make consider­ 
able reductions and still live. 


“OO W EST, V O O G MAM.'* 


In a letter to the Century an Iowa correspond­ 
ent echoes the same question which has become 
familiar to many Eastern young men who have 
friends in the West, viz.: “Why don’t the young 
men of the East come out West and tackle farm­ 
ing or stock-raising?” 
The arguments on this 
subject have been discussed at many New Eng­ 
land firesides. 
The W estern farmer says that In 
the East the professions are crowded; that 
there 
is 
no 
reason why college-bred young 
men should have an aversion to profitable farm­ 
ing ; that it is the most independent vocation in 
the w orld; that Eastern parents make a mistake 
by not giving their sons some money after spend­ 
ing so much on their education and let them be­ 
come Independent as farmers and stock-ralsers, 
and then the professions are still open to them ; 
that they will thereby become more manly and 
self-reliant at the beginning of life; that hundreds 
of students from England have settled and are 
doing well in the West, and much more in the 
same strain. 
On the other hand, the principal objection to 
following this 
advice 
is the 
small amount 
of 
funds- possessed by the Eastern young 
man. But this is not insurmountable, as we have 
heretofore shown, because a young man of pluck 
can succeed W eston a very small beginning. As 
the Century well says: “ The chances for a young 
man of average pluck and energy are unquestion­ 
ably much better In the W est than in the East. 
He shares the advantages of being among the first 
to open a fresh storehouse of natural wealth. He 
gets Hie first dividend on the Increase of value re­ 
sulting from bringing population upon the soil. 
The land he buys for $3 or $4 an acre, or gets for 
nothing by hcmiestead settlement, soon becomes 
worth $10 or $15. If he embarks In trade or in 
any mechanical pursuit, his wares or his services 
are in brisk demand, because all the new-comers 
around him require goods aud implements. Then 
there is a certain stimulus In the moral atmosphere 
caused by the ambitions and energies of a new com­ 
munity full of hope and activity, which makes 
hardships easy to hear and causes buoyancy of 
spirits.” 
The census and other reports show that the 
West is rapidly filling up with young men from the 
Atlantic shores, but it is well for an Eastern young 
man to bear in mind that it lies with him, lf he has 
a few hundred dollars at his command, whether 
he will succeed or fail in the West, whether he 
will be a drone or not, whether he will work hard 
or shirk, and whether he will improve his oppor­ 
tunities. And it is also best for him to remember 
that it is often a good thing “to let well enough 
alone.” He should not let any one’s advice sway 
him In this m atter, but act on his own responsi­ 
bility.

GLADSTONE’S IR ISH POLICY. 


Mr. Parnell gave a fresh proof of the breadth 
and intelligence of his statesmanship on Thursday 
night when, in the House of Commons, lie suc­ 
ceeded in getting a sufficient support for his 
motion for an adjournment of the House to call 
attention to the inefficiency of the arrears of rent 
bill as a remedial or satisfactory measure for the 
Irish tenantry. During his rem arks he pointed 
out the fact that there is danger of grave distress 
in the west of Ireland, and that the government 
must be held responsible. 
It is now established as a startling fact that 
there has been another failure of crops in Galway, 
Mayo and Sligo, owing to a wet season, which is 
always Fatal to the potato cr<Jf. The same thing 
occurred in 1879, and the result was a famine, the 
dire consequences of which were staved off by 
Messrs. Parnell, Davitt and others, who raised 
sufficient funds in America and elsewhere, to keep 
the poor peasantry from starving. Public atten­ 
tion 
was 
called 
to 
the 
iniquitous system 
of 
land 
tenure 
In 
Ireland 
at 
the 
same 
time, and 
the 
government 
were 
compelled 
to bring in a measure of relief. The land bill of 
1880 was passed after a long debate, but it was 
found to be inadequate. The arrears-of-rent bill 
followed, but even that failed to secure to the ten­ 
antry in the poorer districts that measure of relief 
which was required. 
The best proof of this is 
found in the fact that the farmers of the western 
maritime counties were unable, owing to the ex ­ 
pense involved, to take advantage of the pre­ 
visions of these two measures, and the other fact 
that the moment it appeared that the potato crop 
failed starvation stared the peasantry in the face. 
Mr. Parnell and his followers In the Commons 
have repeatedly warned the government that their 
land legislation never went deep enough; that 
they would only succeed in diverting the poisonous 
elements which permeated the Irish system of 
legislation r om one point that they might break 
out in another, and that to remove the ulcer alto­ 
gether they must abolish landlordism with its 
train of evils and abominations. Mr. Gladstone 
professed great friendship and sympathy for the 
Irish tenantry, but he also wished to protect tile 
landlords, and he succeeded by his land acts only 
in giving temporary relief, Having the sore to still 
fester and develop, and finally to break out again 
with increased virulence. 
That he realizes his mistake is evidenced by the 
fact that he is anxious to impress on Hie Irish 
members his desire to relieve tile present suffer­ 
ings in the W est by liberal monetary grants from 
the treasury. 
But this is the 
old 
policy of 
external treatm ent of 
the cancer which will 
continue to grow and develop until it readies a 
point where a permanent cure will be impossible. 
The land act of 1880 has been rendered nugatory 
by tile Interpretation given to tile Healy and other 
clauses by the commissioners, and also by Hie fact 
that the class of tenants who needed relief the 
most were excluded from its privileges by tile 
costs attendant on a prosecution of their claims 
before the courts. Tne arrears act will expire by 
limitation In a few weeks, or rather the time in 
which tenants may take advantage of its pro­ 
visions will run out. Then the landlords can 


resume their eviction operations and the wretched 
peasantry will be in no better condition than 
before. 
Mr. Gladstone has enjoyed the reputation both 
in England and America for some time of being a 
sincere friend of tile Irish people. He has re­ 
peatedly given intimations of his desire to grant 
them the only permanent measure of relief which 
can satisfy their desires or alleviate their condi­ 
tion—home rule. He is strong enough to put such 
a measure through Parliament, but instead he has 
busied himself with the passage of coercive laws 
and the cloture. The former take away 
the 
the 
right of open 
agitation in Ireland 
and 
the 
latter 
destroys 
the 
power 
of 
the 
Irish representatives in Parliament to be of any 
service to their constituents. W hat will be the 
result? Famine, discontent, disaffection and out­ 
rages must follow. And, after all his efforts to 
conciliate the Irish people, tile “grand old m an” 
will be liable to close his political career without 
settling the great question, because he has never 
gone to the seat of the evil, never applied the 
proper remedy, never made a serious attem pt to 
remove the cancer which threatens the very life of 
Ireland as a distinct nation and the people of Ire­ 
land as a distinct nationality. 


OUR IMH UST RIA IL . GROW TH. 


An idea of the extent of the industrial growth 
of the United States may be gained from a census 
bulletin just issued. 
The statistics of manufac­ 
tures as returned in 1880 show that the number 
of establishments was 253.840; capital invested, 
$2,790,223,506; average number of hands em­ 
ployed, 
2,738,950; 
paid 
In 
wages 
during 
the 
year, $947,919,674; value of 
materials 
used 
during 
the 
year, 
$3,394,340,029; 
value 
of 
products, 
$5,369,667,706. 
Com­ 
paring 
these 
figures 
with 
those 
furnished 
in other census years some interesting facts are 
discovered. In 1850 the number of m anufactur­ 
ing establishments was 123,029; in 1860, 140,- 
433; and in 1870, 252,148—about the same num­ 
ber as now. The capital invested in 1850 was 
$533,245,351; in 1860, $1.009,855,715; and in 
1870, $2,118,208,769, or only $672,014,737 less 
than the amount invested In 1880. In the hands 
employed there was an increase from 958,079 in 
1850 to 1,311,246 in I860, and 2,053,996 in 
1870. 
In 1880 the total was composed of 
181,918 children—531,753 females over 15 years, 
and 2,025,279 males over 16. 
In 1850 the 
wages paid were $236,755,464; in 1880,$378,878,- 
066; in 1870, $775,584,343. It will be seen that 
In each case the increase was the most noticeable 
between 1860 and 1870, and that our industrial 
growth from 1870 to 1880 was quite slow. Of 
course the panic of 1873 had much to do with this. 
It is to be hoped that the next decade will witness 
more prosperity than the last. Congress certainly 
has the power by wise legislation to very materi­ 
ally aid in increasing it. 


CURER OF IMTEMFER AM CE. 


Men are cured of Intemperance at an Institution 
In New York known as the Christian Home for In­ 
tem perate Men by a peculiar method. It seems 
that cures are effected by treating drunkenness as 
a sin, no intemperate man being received unless he 
expresses a desire to become a Christian. None is 
received for less than four weeks, and some stay as 
long as three months. No liquor is ever allowed for 
“tapering-off,” as It Is called, and yet, contrary to 
the generally received opinion, no cases of delirium 
tremens, arising from a sudden deprivation of 
the accustomed stimulant, are reported. W arm 
milk with a little salt in It, beef tea, and, in ex­ 
ceptionally bad cases, bromide of potassium, are 
administered. Victims of the opium habit have 
been also cured, some of whom had taken as much 
as 260 grains per day. 
Tobacco is excluded 
as rigorously as liquor. 
The 
patients 
have 
the usq of 
a 
library and reading-room, are 
expected to attend upon 
the 
large number 
of religious exercises which take place daily, 
and to sign a promise pledging themselves upon 
their houor not to use while in the house, or have 
In their possession, liquor, opium or tobacco. 
Amusements are not encouraged; inmates arc ex­ 
pected to read, write, meditate and pray. There Is 
no physician, the idea being that if a man desires 
to be saved he can be. There is a good deal in 
this belief, as all reformed men knqw. The insti­ 
tution has had 925 Inmates in five years, of which 
number it claims to have reclaimed sixty per cent. 


TH E V IR G IN IA ELECTION. 


When General Mahone made his trade with the 
Republicans, and 
Hoar and 
Dawes 
became 
thereby his champions, he was promised an 
office for his henchman, Riddleberger, and the 
entire Federal patronage of the State of Virginia 
to help him secure entire control. When Arthur 
became President by the grace of Guiteau, he 
found this bargain among the political effects of 
the 
“ m artyr 
president.” 
He 
has 
since 
carried 
out his 
part 
of 
it 
with 
fidelity 
and consistency. He has placed the post offices, 
the custom houses and the internal revenue offices 
of Virginia at the disposal of the Repudiations! 
leader, and any Federal officer who dared to dis­ 
obey the orders of the new boss was promptly dis­ 
ciplined. Even a poor woman, the widow of a 
soldier, was turned out of a post office to make 
room for a henchman of Mahone’s—a man who 
could control votes. 
The next move made In favor of the renegade 
was that In which Hubbell figured. Mahone rep­ 
resented to the congressional committee th at he 
could carry Virginia if lie had money. Hubbell, 
the late highwayman-at-large of tile party, was in­ 
structed to send $10,000 into the State, and later 
on $25,000 more was added. We published, a few 
weeks ago, some of the Mahone-Hubbell corre­ 
spondence on the money question, which let a little 
light in on the relations existing between the com­ 
mittee and the Virginia repudiator. It is safe to 
presume that Mahone had $50,000 from assess­ 
ments made on the officeholders of the country, 
both by himself and Chairman Hubbell. 
W hat did he do with it? The Republican papers 
throughout the country favored the corrupt bar­ 
gain made with him, because it was in the interest 
of a “free ballot and a fair count.” Mahone was 
pictured to us in the Northern States as a great 
missionary, who had dedicated his life to the 
regeneration of the South, the extinction of terror­ 
ism and bull-dozing at the polls, and the inaugura­ 
tion of a new era of purity aud honesty in political 
action. W hat did he do with the money sent him? 
A great popular movement, sucli as that of which 
he was said to be the head and front, usually 
does not need much money. 
Theodore Lyman 
was elected to Congress in Massachusetts with an 
expense of less than $150, and Henry B. hovering 
was chosen by the people of the sixth district 
after a campaign which cost just $140. We have 
heard from reliable sources that Mahone spent 
$145,000 in his last campaign against political 
corruption in Virginia. Some of it was expended 
in the payment of poll-taxes, for there is a property 
qualification there as well as in M assachusetts; 
some more was expended for legitimate purposes, 
but a large slice of it went to corrupt the ballot- 
box and defeat tile will of the people. 
But it seems from latest advices that even all 
these elements of strength sufficed not to give the 
state over fully to repudiation and political cor­ 
ruption. There was fraud at. the polls, and dis­ 
honest counting after the ballots had been cast. 
The county clerks and treasurers in sections 
where Mahone’s creatures were in office issued 
receipted 
tax 
bills to the Readjuster man­ 
agers, and *tliey were put in the hands of 
negro repeaters, who voted on them. 
The evi­ 
dence that such methods were employed in several 
of the congressional districts is rapidly accumu­ 
lating, and it is expected that the contests to be 
instituted during tile early days of tile Forty- 
eighth Congress will disclose a state of political 
dishonesty! corruption and fraud seldom if ever 
equalled in this country. 
It was to bring this 
about that our M assachusetts senators lent them­ 
selves and their influence to the Virginia boss. 
We hope they are pleased with the result of their 
brilliant effort. 


Tile verdict of the people at tile polls on Novem­ 
ber 7 has in all probability sealed the fate of tile 
St ir route conspirators. Tile disaster of that day 
operated in two ways against tiiese public plunder­ 
ers. In the first place it riled tile administration 
to see its course publicly repudiated in every State 
which held elections; and in the second place it 
made it absolutely necessary that the party, if it 
ever expects to recover, should unload some of its 
official thieves. During the campaign the Presi- 
1 dent and his advisers were aware of the evidence 


of complicity and collusion now published against

The Republicans who perm itted the 
Democrats to carry the November elections are 
waiting to be called into action, but they will not 
heed the call of bosses or machine men. They 
will, however, promptly and effectively respond to 
a leader who has the ability to lead, and who is 
not an advertised candidate for the presidency or 
composed of the clay to be moulded into a mere 
dispenser of public offices by patronage brokers.” 
We don’t know where the party can secure such a 
man. unless they fall back on Robeson of New 
Jersey once more.

He had inform ation th a t four 
or five Federal gunboats w ere oil th a t station, but 
he steam ed boldly on and readied the coast to 
find that bls arrival had been expected.

tire fleet a t once set upon her, but by crow ding on 
all steam and bolding her course with shells 
w histling all around her, the privateer m ade the 
harbor.

m om ent she was sighted she discharged three 
guns into the privateer. D uring tilt* excitem ent 
which followed the privateer w as run to sea in 
com pany with her captor.

T he Shenandoah wa s another purchase from John 
Bull, and It being well know n that she was des-

She got 
iway from England, at last, under the guise of a 
m cn liantm an, and, having been 
Fitted Out ut an Appointed Bender.volta, 
she began a cruise in search of w halers.

The Nashville, which was no more loan a pas­ 
senger steam er, w as th e first craft to shaw too 
Confederate flag iii England. She m ade one voy­ 
age to Liverpool as a privateer anil blockade run­ 
ner combined, destroying three or four vessels and 
bringing home a cargo of arm s and am m unition.

H ow It F ell B en eath the Axe* of Intrepid 
Irishmen. 
St. R uth on his w ay up from Lim erick heard 
th a t the English town had fallen. 
H e instantly 
set out at the head of 1500 horse and foot, leaving 
th e main body to follow as quickly as possible. 
On his arrival he encam ped about tw o miles west 
of the tow n and appointed Lieutenant-G eneral 
D ’Usson governor instead of the gallant Fitzger­ 
ald, as being best skilled in the defence of fortified

Now came the opportunity for th a t splendid 
artillery, ‘’The like of w hich,” M acaulay says, 
"had never been seen in Ireland.” For seven long 
m idsum m er days th ere poured against the Irish 
tow n such a storm of iron from seven batteries of 
heavy siege guns and m ortars that by tile seventh 
(iav the place was literally a m ass of ruins, 
am ongst which, w e a re toto, ‘tw o m en could not 
w alk abreast.”

Next m orning—it was 
Sunday, June 2 8 , the Irish saw with consternation 
th a t barely a few m ore planks laid on would com­ 
plete the bridge. 
T heir few cannon w ere new 
nearly all burled beneath the ruined m asonry, and 
the en en # beyond had gun after gun trained on 
the narrow spot. 
It was death to snow in the line 
of the all but finished causeway'. From out the 
ran k s of M axwell’s regim ent stepped a .sergeant of 
dragoons, Costume by nam e, and said: "A re there 
ten men bere who will die for Ireland ?”

A peel of 
artillery, a fusilade of m usketry from the other 
side and the space was sw ept w ith grape-shot and 
bullets, and when the sm oke lifted, the bodies of 
th e brave Costume and his ten heroic com panions 
lay en the bridge riddled w ith balls. They had 
lorn aw ay some of the beam s, bu t every m an of 
Hie eleven perished. 
(int from the ranks of the sam e regim ent dashed 
as m ain more volunteers. “ T here are eleven 
m ore m en v, Im will die for Ireland.” Again across 
the bridge rushed the heroes: again the spot Is 
sw ept by the m urderous fusilade.

The 
last beam is u n fasten ed ; Athlone is saved! 


Food for Future Scientists.

Tile success of the casting consists in 
its perfect im itation of the living palm etto— the 
Favorite tree of South Carolina.

tw enty A m erican dollars, has an air of grandeur 
about’it w hich does not belong even to solid silver. 
The plates, dishes, tureens, cups, saucers, bow ls, 
and every article of the en tire set are ornam ented 
w ith flowers or other figures, beautifully and taste­ 
fully. aud the w are is as light almost as paper. 
Besides, you may depend upon it that every figure 
is burnt in. Such a set would cost in A m erica not 
less th an 8160. 
The cups and saucers usually 
bear Hie m onogram of th e owner, and it is not ail 
infrequent tiling that entire sets of china or porce­ 
lain are m anufactured to order for private fam ilies, 
T he sam e is true of table linen. Tile c loth, as a 
rule, is of the very finest texture, and is in beauti­ 
ful designs, w ith either the fam ily nam e or mono­ 
gram woven in Hie centre. 
T he Napkins are Made to M atch. 
In silverw are the G erm ans are aile ad of us, th eir 
pieces are being far m ore beautiful and more elab­ 
orately made than those found iii the shops of 
\ m erman dealers. Of course, in reg ard to china, 
linen and silverw are, there are A m erican fam ilies 
by the thousand who have the best th at Europe 
can produce, but the m iddle classes of A m erica 
have not, ami probably never will have, the oppor­ 
tunity of Hie middle classes of G erm any to satisfy 
th eir desires for the lioautiful.

A m erican m arket a t low figures, it w ould in tile 
first place be necessary to abolish our custom 
houses.

The V ictim s 8aid to R ath er Like lt-8 e c re ts 
of the Trade.

“ C aricaturing is now m ore popular th an ever 
before in A m erica, and Hie probabilities are th a t 
th e public will continue to encourage ih ” re­ 
m arked a well-known caricaturist, sententiously, 
as he gently stroked his chin w h isk er. and gazed 
a t the toes of his hoots. 
“ T m ; th ere are many good caricaturists now. 
"T h a t has nothing on earth to do w ith I t- ’ he 
replied, calm ly, tapping the toes of hts bootsi to­ 
gether and pursing up his m outh. H e is a m an 
whose pencil h a s made him a large fortune in Ibis 
particular line, aud he is therefore entitled to 
contradict freely. "T here nave alw ays been m en 
who w ere capa I lie of turning th eir han d s to the 
production of telling satires, b u t it is only Of 
recent years that the public has shown a^dispo­ 
sition to support them. Many men rem em ber how 
barren and unattractive the old school caricatur- 
ing w as. T he cartoons of tho present day would 
have been absolutely useless tw enty years ago. 
Then the m ost am bitious efforts w ere m ade to 
look crude in the extrem e. Two of th ree clum sily- 
draw n figures w ere placed w ithout background or 
prospective, and from the mouth of each figure 
w as a scroll or loop, looking like an elongated 
balloon. 
In each loop was a long speech, ti sn ail' 
taking th e form of a political harangue. 
The 
nam es of the men the figures w ere intended to 
represent w ere printed under them . 
The 1’Ialnent 
F ig u re* 
and 
tho 
L on ged 
S p eech es 
produced the best effects. 
Now it is all reversed, 
and the m ost artistic picture, w ithout a line of 
caption, gains the most adm iration.” 
"W h at ha* led up to this?” 
“ T he education of the people as m uch as any­ 
thing. It is only of recent years th a t the public 
could be made to think in thin direction. 
By 
degrees the cartoons were im proved and elab­ 
orated,until now, as I have said, we are a t a higher 
point th an ever before.”

"A re your caricatures the result of a happy 
thought o r an inspiration usually?” 
“ W ell,” rem arked the artist, w ith a grin th at 
took all the rom ance out of the subject at a swoop, 
"th ere is about as much inspiration about carica­ 
turing as there is about cleaning streets, 
Success 
is achieved by persistent and untiring study and 
genuine bard work. W hat you wish to know is 
liow our pictures are produced w eek after w eek , 
year after year, is it?” 
"T h a t is it exactly.”

"W ell, to begin w ith, it Is necessary to read the 
daily papers very carefully and to keep thoroughly 
ab reast of the tim es. T his is not to be done w ith 
any Idea of am usem ent, but as a necessary course 
of study.

Speaking about carving, w rites Bill N y e in th e 
Boom erang, th ere is a prospect now th a t in our 
b est circles, w ithin a short tim e, the old custom of 
m aking the host dem olish the kiln-dried poultry at 
dinner will becom e extinct, and th at a servant at a 
sideboard, on a sm all salary, will take a band-saw 
and a can of nitro-glycerine and sh atter the re­ 
m ains, thus giving the host a chance to chat w ith 
his guests, instead of spattering them w ith dress­ 
ing and casting gloom and gravy over the com- 


PaTm s is a move for which I have long contended, 
It places the m anual labor of a dinner w here it 
belongs, and relieves a m an w ho should give his 
whole attention to tho entertainm ent of his friends 
at table. You would not expect your host to tak e 
off liis coat and kill the fowl in your presence in 
order to show you th a t it wras all on th e square, 
and it is not custom ary to require the proprietor 
of the house to peel the potatoes a t table for hts 
guests to prove th a t there is no put-up Job 
a bolti it. 
, , 
. „ 
Therefore I claim th a t the lam ented hen m ay be 
thoroughly shattered a t a side table by an athlete 
at four dollars p er week, and still good faith to­ 
w ard the guests be m aintained. 
If any one be 
doubtful or suspicious, etiquette will perm it him 
to stand by Hie side of the hireling carver and w it­ 
ness the inquest. 
Still it would be better tun for 
him to sit a t the table, and if the p a rts given him 
are not satisfactory lie can pu t them in ids over­ 
shoes p ro tein , and casually I brow them out the 
back door while tho other guests are listening to 
th e "M aiden’s B rayer” in tile parlor.

T he H o lt W ill E njoy the Dinner 
m uch m ore than he used to w ith lits thum b cut off 
and a q u art of dressing In his lap. No m an feels 
perfectly a t hom e if he has to w rap up his cut 
finger iii a rag and then scoop a handful of dress­ 
ing out of his v est pocket and retu rn it to the plat­ 
te r. Few men a re cool enough to do this, laugh­ 
ing heartily all th e tim e and telling some nilrth- 
provokiug anecdote m eanwhile. 
It is also annoying to have tw enty guests ask for 
the "d ark m eat, please,” w hen th ere are no t only 
th ree Animals cooked And neither one of them had 
a particle of d ark m eat about h er person. 
Lately 
I have adopted the plan of segregating tho fowl 
by m ain strength, using th e fingers w hen neces­ 
sary, 
and

T hen I 
ask the servant to bring in th a t d ark hen 
we ordered, so th a t we m ight have an abun­ 
dance of d ark m eat. If

th ere is none, I sm ile and tell th e guests th a t the 
b ru n ette chicken, by some oversight, has been 
eaten in the kitchen and I shall have to give them 
such relics as may be a t hand. 
This simplifies the 
m atter and places m e in a far m ore agreeable place 
relative to the com pany. 
My great success, how­ 
ever, in carving is m ainly confined to tile w ater­ 
melon. 
T he w aterm elon does not confuse m e. 
I 
alw ays know w here to find th e joints, and those 
w ho do not like the inside of th e m elon can have 
the outside. 
Now, my groat trouble w ith fowls is 
th a t one day I have N ebraska chicken and the 
n ex t trip I have to assassinate a M ormon Shanghai 
pullet w ith 
H igh, E xpressive H ip-Bone* and Am algam 
P aletot. 
Tills m akes m e nervous, because they are so dis­ 
sim ilar and th eir joints are in different places. 
T he M ormon hen is round shouldered, and h er 
collar-bone is m ore on the bias th an tile N ebraska 
fowl. This gives a totally different expression to 
her features in death, and, as I have said, destroys 
the sym m etry of the carve. 
I began my education in th is line by carving 
b u tter in bot w eather, and gradually led up to tile 
quail on toast. 
In carving th e quail, first m ort­ 
gage vour hom e and get the quail. 
H ie quail 
should be cooked Before carving, but not until th e 
chronom eter balance and other organs have been 
rem oved. Place your quail on the to ast in a sit­ 
ting position, then, passing tho dissecting knife 
dow n betw een tile shoulder blades, bisect the 


1 A nother m ethod is to tak e th e quail by th e hind 
leg and eat, asking the guests to do the sam e. 
T his breaks up the feeling of stiffness th a t is apt 
to prevail a t a form al dinner party, and w hile 
each one has his or her nose im m ersed in quail 
good feeling cannot fail to show itself.

lie w as never seen w ith a w hip in his hand, b u t 
he crossed his arm s and gave his anim als the 
w ord of com m and to leap on and oft his shoulders, 
and he considered ilia m ethod infinitely superior 
to th a t of the train ers who go through th eir busi­ 
ness chiefly by the terrorism of a heavy w hip and 
a revolver. T heir beasts obey them , but, lie s a id : 
“ they are not tam ed as m ine w ere, and w hen one 
of them rebels you can judge the tragic result 
from th e tragical end of L ucas.” 
One day M artin told his wife th at he anticipated 
trouble w ith his lion Cobourg, who w as then in a 
dangerous state of excitem ent.

A HASTY PROMISE;

WAR CLOUDS. 


V a rio u s View s R e ga rd in g the Effect Upon 
O ur Com m erce of Threatened W ars. 
"In the first place,! don’t believe a word of these 
rumors,” replied a prominent merchant, engaged 
in the South American trade, when asked what 
would he Hie effect upon American commerce of a 
war between Brazil aud the Argentine Confedera­ 
tion. “We have correspondents in Brazilian ports 
who would certainly know lf any danger existed, 
and I ain confident they would cable any news of 
that nature to us immediately for our guidance in 
consigning goods. We have received no such ad­ 
vices. Should there he a war, how ever, Hie effect 
upon commerce would of course depend entirely 
upon Hie method in w-liich hostilities might be con­ 
ducted. Tile dispute. I understand, is over the 
boundary line and involves a strip cf country in 
the 
interior, 
and 
I 
should 
suppose 
the 
fighting 
would 
be 
done 
maiilly 
by 
land 
forces, 
which 
would 
not 
affect our 
trade 
with the seaports. This country Imports sugar, 
hides, coffee and rubber in large quantities from 
Brazil, and exports in return flour, petroleum, 
agrieulturul Implements and lumber. This trade 
is large and important, and any interference with 
it would be a serious m atter; but, as I have said 
before, it would depend upon the methods of war­ 
fare employed. Blockading or bombarding the 
seaports and shutting cut foreign ships would 
have an effect, but I don’t anticipate anything of 
Hie kind. One of our firm wits recently in Brazil, 
and although lie heard of this boundary question 
lie found no feeling in Hie matter among Hie 
people, and saw nothing to indicate that eitlier 
country intended to resort to arms to settle 
the dispute. There are vet other reasons why war 
is improbable. These South American countries 
are largely controlled financially by English and 
German influences, and it strikes me that Euro­ 
pean interests would prevent anything likely to 
affect commerce. If Brazil and Hie Confederation 
w ant to have 
A Souffle ta the B ack Dlstrlets 
and let the ports alone, I don’t suppose anybody 
will hold them.” 
From various sources similar expressions of 
opinion were obtained, and one merchant quietly 
suggested tliat holders of South American produce 
would not strenuously object Just at this tune to a 
little “ war scare” merely iii tho way of business. 
Some idea of the extent of our trade with the two 
possible belligerents may be obtained from the 
figures relating to Hie simple product of hides. 
During the year ending September SO, 1882, the 
imports of hides from Buenos Ayres amounted, 
to 455,371, aud from the Brazilian port of Rio 
Grande about 800,000 bides. At this season of 
the year. shipments of wool from the same ports 
are also heavy. Sugar is imported from Bahia, 
Pernambuco and Maceio, ami the two latter ports 
are so far north as to be safe from any interfer­ 
ence in ease of war. Coffee conies from Rio to 
New York, but no small portion of this trade is 
witli England, and it Is extremely unlikely that 
John Bull will let any one-horse nation shut him 
out from a port where lie finds profit. Exports 
from Boston to Brazil consist of lumber and about 
four cargoes of Ice annually. 
In the event of naval warfare, the only Brazil­ 
ian 
port 
which 
a man-of-war 
could 
in­ 
jure 
Is 
Rio 
Janeiro. 
The 
bar 
at 
Rio 
Grande 
prevents 
the 
entrance 
to 
that 
jKirt of vessels drawing over IO feet, and Hie 
Argentine iron-clad could not get within leu miles 
ot the town. Buenos Ayres is protected from war 
shills by sixteen miles of shoal, and even the royal 
mall steamers cannot get within eleven miles of 
the city. Blockades are, therefore, 
P ractically Out o f the Question, 
and more particularly because of the small num­ 
ber of war vessels owned by either of the nations 
engaged in the boundary squabble. It is the opin­ 
ion of merchants and others interested in Bout ti 
American affairs that whatever differences still 
exist between Brazil and the Argentine Confeder­ 
ation, if confined to the boundary question, as 
seems to be the case, will be settled without 
warfare. 
The question has been unsettled lur 
some years, and during Hie Hayes administration 
tins government acted as arbitrator upon certain 
disputed points, which leads many to believe that 
some compromise may yet be effected, especially 
as no bitterness of feeling has heretofore been 
manifested on either side. 
Having started out with warlike m atters in his 
mind, and having settled the Boutli American 
question to Ills own satisfaction, lf not to the satis- 
iactlon of Dom Pedro and the other fellow, T h e 
G l o b e peace com m issioner made inquiries about 
town concerning the American trade with Russia 
and Austria, and how it might be affected tty a 
scrimmage between those obstreperous powers. 
Like t-lie famous chapter on “Snakes iii Ireland.” 
Hie information regarding American trade with 
Russia may be condensed into this form: There 
isn’t any. Tiffs preliminary having been settled, 
Hie battle between Russia’ and Austria may now

belong to the prosecutor. But tiffs test. after ma­ 
ture deliberation, he will waive. "All tliat re­ 
m ains,” says Weiss, “ is bi demand Hie trial by 
combat, and may God defend tin* guiltless.” Ile 
describes tim proc, .hire of this combat as fol­ 
lows. producing ancient authority in Us support: 
Tile Judges and clergy arc to assent>.>e on a 
given day, and before them the accused person 
must fling down his glove and deciare ids intention 
to defend Ute same Witli his body. The prose­ 
cutor will then ph'k it up mal announce his readi­ 
ness to make good the appeal, bodyfor body. Then 
botli men will bring out tfieir battle axes or Javc- 
Jiris, and, kneeling before Hie judges, will make 
oath that tile weapons have not been charmed hy 
witchcraft, etc. 
lid s done, each is to grasp hts 
axe in Hie right

of the other in his left. 
The accused per­ 
son to say; "H ear this, () man, who calles* 
thyself John I-’in-h by the name of baptism, th at I, 
w ho call myself Frank Weiss by tile name of bap­ 
tism, did not libel you, so help me God and ail the 
saints.” To which the accuser will reply: “ Hear 
me, o man, whom I hold by the hand, and who 
callest thyself Frank Weiss by the name of bap­ 
tism, that (d o hold thee perjured, aud this I will 
prove with my body, so help me God and ail tho 
saints.” At a signal from Judge Galbraith His 
men will come out of their corners and go for each 
other, and his cause shall be deemed Just w ho suc­ 
ceeds in carving up tho other before the going 
down of the sun. 
The merriment caused by Weiss* claim can bet­ 
ter be imagined than described. One stout juror 
came near having a til of appoplexy, and another 
laughed himself into imbecility. During Un* roars 
of laughter Weiss stood without a smile on his 
face, a picture of solid, substantial misery. While 
conscious of the absurdity of ids claims and tho 
impossibility of substantiating them. Weiss made 
the appeal with a tragic earnestness that almost 
induced convulsions. 
The upshot is likely to te 
that Hie case will be laughed out of court.
